TELLER AND CHANDLER TO 8UG 
CHED HUNT AND KIRK WOOD, 
THE FORMER PROMPTLY CONFIRMED AB 8EC- 
RETARY OF THE INTERIOR—MR. HUNT 
SELECTED AS MINISTER TO RUSSIA—NO 
SURPRISE CAUSED BY THE NOMINATIONS, 

Wasuinctron, April 6.—The President 
has at last undertaken to complete his Cabinet 
by nominating a Secretary of the Interior and 
a Secretary of the Navy to succeed Mr. Kirk- 
wood and Mr. Hunt. For these places he has 
selected Senator Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, 
and William E, Chandler, of New-Hampshire 
and Washington. These nominations caused 
no surprise, because they had been s0 
positively predicted, The selection of Mr. 
Teller was made recently, and it is 
understood that he was chosen after 
it had appeared that neither ex-Senator 
Chaffee nor ex-Senator Sargent could be taken 
without creating considerable dissatisfaction. 
When Senator Teller was asked to accept the 
nomination, he was a supporter of ex-Senator 
Chaffee, also of Colorado, although many of 
the people of that State regard him asa resi- 
dent of New-York. Ex-Senator Chaffee was 
atone time, in the opinion of his friends, al- 
most in possession of the office, and it was not 
until what seemed to be effective objections to 
him had been presented, that Mr, Teller was 
favorably considered. It is understood that 
Mr. Teller did not accept until Mr. Chaffee 
came to this city and declared that he would 
not take the nomination if it should be offered 
to him. 

The new Secretary of the Interior is a man 
of positive convictions, who brings to the per- 
formance of his duties a more intimate knowl- 
edge of some of them than has been possessed 
by some of his predecessors. With the laws 
relating to the Indians, with the Indians them- 
selves, and with the interests of the Land Of- 


fice, he has that familiarity which must be ac- 
quired by a prominent resident of such a State 
as Colorado and its representative in Congress, 
It is said that when he was elected to the Senate 
he was the best mining lawyer in his State. 
Now that he has become the head of the Inte- 
rior Department his views upon the Indian 
question are of peculiar importance, His dec- 
larations in the Senatefhave most emphatically 
shown that any Indian policy which he could 
establish or direct would be the opposite of 
that which is sometimes called sentimental, 
Like many of the imhabitants of growing 
Western States which contain Indian reserva- 
tions, ke has no liking for the aborigines, and 
is unwilling that they should stand in the path 
of the white settler and miner. The mining 
interests which must be considered in the de- 
partment have greatly expanded within a few 
years, and with these Mr, Teller is practically 
acguainted. 

The report that Mr, Chandler would “be 
chosen to succeed Secretary Hunbthas puzzled 
some politicians for many weeks. They were 
unable to understand how the President could 
take into his official family a man who bad for 
years been the active supporter and lieutenant 
of Mr. Biaine. It was understood, however, 
by a few, that the Administration had become 
satisfied that Mr. Chandler would be faithful 
to its interests. Itis believed that when the 
selection of Mr, Chandler was first considered 
several prominent gentlemen of that branch of 
the party known as Stalwart, were consulted 
and that they did not oppose him, taking the 
ground that he would faithfully serve that 
branch of the party if he should become a 
member of the Cabinet. Mr. Chandler was 
nominated to be Solicitor-General under At- 
torney-General MacVeagh, and it was under- 
stood at the time that his rejection was owing 
in a great measure to the work of the Attorney- 
General. His friends have said, with some 
bitterness, that he could have been saved by 
Mr. Blaine, then Secretary of State, 
if that gentleman had chosen to exert 
his influence for him. It is believed 
that since that time, Mr. Chandler has not 
been so devoted a follower of the fortunes of 
the ex-Senator from Maine. The most power- 
ful argument used against Mr. Chandler when 
he was before the Senate for the oftice of So- 
licitor-General was the assertion that he would 
unfairly use the machinery of the Department 
of Justice in the South in behalf of the Repub- 
lican Party. It is expected that on this occa- 
= he will be confirmed without much diffi- 
culty. 

The nomination of Secretary Hunt to be 
Minister at the vacant post of St, Petersburg 
satisfactorily provides for that gentleman. 

When the nominations came to the Senate 
this afternoon, the Presidential Count bill was 
ander discussion, and Mr, Pugh was reading a 
printed speech which most of the Senators 
could hear only from the cloak-rooms, to 
which they had retired to smoke their after- 
lunch cigars. The few remaining Senators 
gathered about the chair, in which Ar. Harris 
was presiding, and soon communicated the in- 
formation that the long-expected names of 
Teller and Chandler had been received, 
pend that Secretary Hunt was to go 
abroad. Mr. Teller, who was in the 
cloak-room on the Republican side, was 
immediately surrounded by a crowd of 
his party associates and most cordially con- 
gratulated, the noise of their merry greetings 
reaching and disturbing for a moment the 
business of the Senate. Presently some of the 
Democratic Senators dropped in from the other 
side of the house to add their congratulations 
to those already offered. At the very first op- 
portunity the Senate went into executive ses- 
Bion. he Door-keepers had _ scarcely 
cleared tho galleries and locked the 
doors before they were again thrown 
open. In ess than five minutes the 
nomination of Mr. Teller for Seeretary of the 
Interior had been announced and confirmed. 
The usual courtesy of immediately approving 
the nomination of a member of the body was 
strictly observed, and a seat that was this 
morning occupied by a Senator had suddenly 
become vacant. The Senate subsequently again 
went into executive session, and referred the 
remaining nominations to their appropriate 
committees. 

The most important of the Boston nomina- 
tions is that of Roland Worthington, of the 
Traveller, to be Collector of the Port in place 
of Collector Beard. Both Senators and every 
Republican Representative from Massachu- 
setts except two favored the renomination of 
Beard. Mr. Worthington is identified with 
what is"called the Stalwart branch of the 
party. His nomination is said to have caused 
a greater commotion in the delegation than 
any other since that of Simmons. 


Henry M. Teller was born in Allegany 
County, N. Y., May 23, 1830. For seven years 
of his younger life he alternated between 
teaching and attending schooi. At the age of 
25 he entered the office of Judge Martin 
Grover, of Angelica, to begin the study of law. 
Three years later he removed to Morrison, the 
county seat of Whiteside County, Lil., where 
he began the practice of his profession, In 
1861 he went to Central City, Col., where he 
has since resided. He never held a public 
office until he was elected as a Republican to 
the United States Senate on the admission to 
the Union of Colorado as a State. He took his 
peat Dec, 4, 1876, and was re-elected Dec. 11 of 
the same year. His term would have expired 
March 3, 1883. Mr. Teller has been a member 
of the Republican Party since its organization, 
although previously he acted with the Demo- 
crats. He made his first public speech, which 
was for Fremont, in the old Court-house in 
Angelica, N. Y. In 1860 he took the stump 
for Lincoln in Dlinois, Mr, Teller is a large 
real estate and mine owner in Colorado. 

William E. Chandler was born at Concord, 
N. H., Dec. 26, 1835, He was graduated at the 
Harvard Law School in 1855, with prize honors 
for an essay on the ‘‘ Introduction of the Prin- 
ciples of Equity Jurisprudence into the Ad- 
ministration of the Common Law.” In 1859 
be was appointed Law Reporter of the New- 
Hampsbire Supreme Court. From 1862 to 
1864 inclusive he was a member of the Legis- 
lature of New-Hampshire, and was Speaker 
of the House during the last two years, which 
Included the period of the conflict over 
the veto by Gov. Gilmore of the Sol- 
diers’ Voting bill. In November, 1864, he 
was employed by the Navy Depart- 
ment as special counsel to prosecute . the 
Philad Navy-yard frauds. and on March 


9, 1865, was appointed by President Lincoln 
the First Solicitor and Judge-Advocate Gen- 
eral of that department. In the following 
June he was made First Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, and held the office until he re- 
signed, Nov, 30, 1867. Mr. Chandler has since 
racticed law in New-Hampshire and Wash- 
ngton, His political career has been marked 
by activity and prominence. He was Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee of 
New-Hampshire in 1863, 1864, and 1865, and 
during the campaigns of 1868 and 1872 was 
Secretary of the National Committee. He was 
counsel for the Hayes Electors before the Van- 
vassing Board of Florida, and vigorous] 
opposed the surrender by the Hayes Ad- 
mninistration of the State Governments of 
Louisiana and South Carolina to the Demo- 
cratic claimants. He headed the Blaine dele- 
gation from New-Hampshire to the Republi- 
can National Convention in 1880 and made the 
report in the National Committee in favor 
of district representation. On March 23, 
1881, President Garfield, at the request of 
Secretary Blaine, nominated Mr. andler 
to be Solicitor-General in the Department of 
Justice, but on account of his radicalism on 
the Southern question his name was rejected, 
Of late Mr, Chandler has been engaged in urg- 
ing the adoption in New-Hampshire of a num- 
ber of measures aimed at the railroad “ring.” 

William H. Hunt isa native of South Caro- 
dina. When a boy he went with his parents to 
Louisiana, where he has since resided, He 
belongs to an old and respectable family, and 
is a man of ability and integrity. Previous to 
the war he was an old line Whig, and during 
the rebellion he was a stanch Union man, By 
profession he is alawyer. He was attorney 
for Gov. Kellogg in his contest with McEnery 
in the celebrated Durrell case. In 1876, when 
Packard was elected Governor, Mr, Hunt was 
the candidate for Attorney-General on the 
Republican ticket. The Packard Government 
was overthrown, and Mr. Hunt was not per- 
mitted to occupy his place, A few years ago 
Mr. Hunt was made one of the Judges of the 
Court of Claims by President Hayes, Presi- 
dent Garfield appointed him Secretary of the 
Navy in making up his Cabinet.

THE ELECTORAL COUNT BILL, 
IT I8 PASSED BY THE SENATE WITHOUT 
AMENDMENT. 

Wasurneton, April 6.—The bill to fix 
the day for the meeting of the Electors of the 
President and Vice-President, and to provide 
for and regulate the counting of the votes for 
President and Vice-President, and the decision 
of questions arising thereon, came up as the 
unfinished business in the Senate to-day. Mr, 
Pugh reviewed the features of the bill, cem- 
mending particularly its fundamental propo- 
sition vesting the electing power solely in the 
States and the counting power solely in the 
two houses of Congress. It conceded to each 
State the decision of all contests as to the Elee- 
tors, and made the evidence it presented of 
the result conclusive on the two houses, and 
further prohibited the rejection of the vote of 
a State except by the separate concurrent vote 
of the two houses. As to the contingency of 
the disfranchisement of a State upon a disa- 


greement between the two houses in the case 
of contesting returns as to which a State has 
failed to determine the valid return, he re- 
ferred to the difficulty of securing any more 
definite arrangement than that of the bill. He 
spoke of what he regarded as the positive dan- 
gers of the present system to show the desira- 
bility of the measure. 

Mr. Garland argued that the matter was to 
be regulated not by legislation but by an 
amendment to the Constitution; that the Con- 
stitution baving undertaken to deal with the 
subject, no mere statutory enactment would 
affect the power thus defined. He thought 
that in attempting to construe and enforce the 
constitutiona clause the bill merely 
added to existing difficulties Mr. Morgan 
said he would vote for the bill because it 
would secure some agreement for count- 
ing the vote, but he did not regard it as 
of any practical utility. because a Presidential 
vote might be counted in violation to the 
statute, and no tribunal would undertake to 
reverse the result of acount as declared by 
the two houses. The subject, in his opinion, 
was far above legislative control, and one 
upon which it was perhaps dangerous to ex- 
periment, as Congress might hereafter be ob- 
structed in an effort to get rid of the proposed 
law by the veto of a partisan President, who 
would insist upon the count being made as now 
provided for. 

The bill was passed by a viva voce vote, It 
provides that the Presidential Electors of each 
State shall meet and give their votes on the 
second Monday in January next following 
their appointment at such places as the Legis- 
latures of the States may direct; that each 
State, pursuant to its laws existing on the 
day fixed for the appointment of the Electors, 
may determine prior to the meeting of the 
Electors any controversy concerning the ap- 
pointment of all or any of them; that such 
determination shall be conclusive evidence 
of their lawful title and shall govern 
in the connt by Congress; that no 
Electoral vote or votes from any State from 
which only one return has been received shall 
be rejected except by the affirmative votes of 
the two houses; thatif more than one return 
is received from a State the votes of those 
Electors who have been appointed by the law- 
ful tribunal of the State shall be counted, and 
in the event of a question as to which of two 
or more of such State tribunals is the lawful 
tribunal the votes of the Electors ap- 

ointed by that tribunal which the two 
coer actin ee genes A shall decide to be 
the authorized one shall counted; that in 
case of an undetermined contest between two 
or more sets of Electors of a State those 
votes shall be counted which the two houses, 
acting separately, shall decide to be the law- 
ful Electoral votes. ‘The bill also provides 
that if the counting of the votes shall not 
have been completed before the fifth calendar 
day next after the first joint meeting of 
the two houses no recess shall be afterward 
taken by either house until the counting is 
finished.

TARIFF DISCUSSION. 
MORE THAN 100 MEMBERS INSISTING ON 
THEIR RIGHT TO BE HRARD. 

Wasuineoton, April 6.—The debate upon 
the bill to create a tariff commission was 
continued to-day in the House. Before any 
speeches were made Mr, House, who is inter- 
ested in the bill toremove private claims to 
the Court of Claims, asked Mr. Kasson how 
long he intended that the tariff debate should 
run. He also remarked that Mr. Kasson had 
said that he would give way to other business 
as soon asa few speeches had been made to 
satisfy the anxiety of the country. Mr, Kas- 
son replied that he had said nothing of 
the kind, He hoped, however, to reach a 


vote upon the Commission bill by the middle 
of next week, and if the House would support 
him he would call then for the previous ques- 
tion. Mr. Springer and others directed his at- 
tention to the fact that about 150 members 
who wished to speak for or against the bill had 
given their names to the Speaker. Mr. Kas- 
son replied that the customs of the House pro- 
vided a way for shortening the debate, not- 
withstanding this saps list. The debate was 
then resumed. It is ps that the subject has 
now been almost exhausted by the speeches 
made by Messrs. Kasson, Carlisle, Dunnell, 
Hewitt, and others, and that nearly all of the 
remaining speeches will be a rehash of stale 
matter. The first speech to-day was made by 
Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, who argued in support 
of protection and the bill. He was followed 
by Mr. Simonton, of Tennessee, who opposed 
the bill. 4 

It appears to-night that any attempt to call 
the previous question upon the Tariff Com- 
mission bill next week will bestrongly opposed, 
and it is probable that the manifestation of 
that opposition will lead Mir. Kasson and the 
majority of the Ways and_Means Committee 
to postpone such action. While some mem- 
bers may be willing to print their speeches in 
the Record without reading them to the 
House, others demand that the agreement that 
the freest discussion would be allowed shall not 
be violated. They say that the floor has 
thus far been held almost exclusively by the 
members of the committee, and that two or 
three members have not yetspoken. They pro- 
pose that members outside of the committee 
shall have a chance, and if Mr. Kasson de- 
sires to remove as many obstacles as possible 
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from the path of the bill he will Se obliged to 
allow the House to talk upon the subject until 
no one has anything more to say.

GIVING A DEMOCRAT OFFICE. 
THE REPUBLICAN MEMBER FROM KENTUCKY 
OBJECTS TO SUCH A PROCEEDING, 

Wasarneton, April 6.—Mr. White, the 
active young Republican member of the House 
from Kentucky, believes that to the victor 
should belong the spoils, For several years a 
man named Coombs has been employed by the 
House asa clerk upon a small salary, and has 
become very useful to members because of his 
knowledge of old reports and documents, 
and his ability to take charge of the 
members’ allotments of new publications, The 
knowledge which is necessary for efficient ser- 
vice in the position which he has occupied 
cannot be picked up in a few days, or even in 
one session. Itis gained only by long expe- 
rience in handling the very numerous publica- 
tions of Congress and the departments. 
Coombs failed to retain his place at this 
session because he was a _ Democrat, 
but the Committee on Accounts re- 
ported to-day in favor of making a 
place for him, Mr,White impetuously object- 
ed, ‘The question is,” said he, ‘* shall we 
make an appropriation for a Democrat f’ 
There were cries of *‘ Yes, yes,’’ on both sides 
of the House, and when Mr, White called for 
tellers the vote was 134 to 13 in favor of 
Coombs, Mr. White fought bravely against 
this overwhelming majority, demand- 
ing the yeas and nays and making the 
point of no quorum, until he was re- 
— by many members to sit down. 

t last, the Chairman of the Committee on Ac- 
eounts tried to clinch the vote by the ordinary 
motion to reconsider and lay the motion to 
reconsider on the table, Upon this Mr. White 
demanded the yeas and nays, and secured 
them. He was beaten again, of course, but 
he succeeded in recording the names of those 
Republicans who were willing to employ a 
Democrat,

RIGHTS OF THE CHOCTAWS. 
A PROPOSITION TO GRANT RAILROAD RIGHT 
OF WAY. 

Wasurneton, April 6.—The original bill 
granting aright of way to the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad Company through the 
Indian Territory contained the act of the 
Choctaw Council, and provided that this act, 
by which the Indians gave their consent, 
should be ratified by Congress, It was based 
upon the theory that the consent of the 
Indians was necessary, and it was upon this 
theory that the companies and the Interior 
Department had proceeded in the negotiations 
with the Indians, The bill reported as a sub- 
stitute in the Senate, and also reported in the 
House to-day, pays no attention to the 
action taken by the Indians, but grants 
the right of way directly without refer- 
ence to their consent or objections, The ma- 
jority of the House committee hold that 
it was never contemplated that the Indian 
Territory should stand asa barrier to com- 
merce or travel, and do not concede that the 
Indian nations have jurisdiction in the case, 
‘he power to grant the charter, they main- 
tain, resides in and should be exercised by the 
Government of the United States. It has 
been generally suppused that the right 
of the United States to establish railways 
in the Territory has been exhausted, be- 
cause in the last treaty it was provided that 
only two roads should be built there, and 
these have been built or partly built, This is 
the view taken by the Interior Department, 
but the ee ig of the House committee 
think otherwise. The minority, consisting of 
C, E, Hooker and W. W. Rice, oppose the bill 
because it assumes to oo the right of way 
without the consent of the Indians, They in- 
sist that it should contain a provision that this 
consent must be obtained. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, April 6, 1882, 

The national bank notes received for re 
demption to-day amounted to $183,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $442,949 65, and from Customs $1,205,- 
496 95, 

Mr. Farley introduced a bill in the Senate 
to-day to execute certain treaty stipulations in 
relation to the Chinese. It is identical with 
the vetoed bill, except that the term of suspen- 
sion is made 16 years, 

The parents of Lieut. Danenhower have re- 
ceived a letter from their son, dated at 
Iakutsk, Feb. 10. It was written from dicta- 
tion by Seaman Norris, Lieut. Danenhower’s 
eyes compelling him to remain in a darkened 
room, 

A bill was passed by the Senate to-day 
amending the Revised Statutes in relation to 
copyright allowing the copyright mark to be 
placed on the back of articles of pottery and 
metal, in order to avoid the burning off of the 
mark in glazing. 

The Post Office Department has issued a cir- 
cular prohibiting Postmasters from delivering 
mail matter to persons who make a_ business 
of keeping and renting private boxes outside 
of Post Offices and collecting letters for per- 
sons and firms hiring the same. 

On Tuesday evening, April 11, the President 
will receive the members of the diplomatic 
corps and the officers of the Army and Navy, 
with the ladies of their families, It bas been 
customary for Presidents to hold such a recep- 
tion during the first weeks of their occupancy of 
the White House, butin this case it has been 
deferred by the long period of official mourn- 
ing and the observance of Lent. After this 
special reception there will be held a series of 
evening levees for the general public. 

Mr. Dawes introduced a bill in the Senate 
to-day appropriating $50,000 to provide for a 
deficiency in the subsistence of the Cheyenne 
and Arapahoe Indians, He submitted a tele- 
gram from Gen. Pope showing the necessity 
for an immediate appropriation to save these 
Indians from starvation, and explained that 
the exhaustion of the regular appropriation 
had been caused by a rise in the price of beef, 
the principal element in Indian subsistence, 
and that an outbreak was threatened if the de- 
ficiency was not provided for. The bill was

At the Prohibition mass-meet- 
ing this evening nominations for Excise Commis- 
sioners pledged for no license were made 
as follows: Origen Storrs, G. W. Furgason, 
and @. B. Hubbell. The fact that the 
two first named are Democrats, and that one of 
them, Mr. Storrs, is an ex-Mayor, will show how 
completely all party questions are sunk in the 
struggle for and against local prohibition that is 
going on here. Mr. Hubbell isa Republican. A 
large conservative meeting in the Common Council 
Chamber this evening nominated for the same 
offices, on a restricted license platform, Dr. D. W. 
Harrington, J. A. Driess,and John Lambert. Two 
of these also are Democrats and one Republican. 
Although a full list of city officers is to be elected 
next Tuesday, there is no agitation as to anything 
excepting Excise Commissioners. A sharp strug- 
gle is expected at the polls.

Lonpon, April 6.—A dispatch to the 

Times from Dublinsays: ** The report that the 

Irish-American suspects have been liberated 

on the condition that they will quit the country, 

except two or three who refused to accept 
the conditions, isunfounded, About six of the 
suspects, whe are naturalized citizens of the 

United States, have been released within the 

last three weeks, but only on the same 

grounds as were the others who were 
liberated. Their citizenship is entirely un- 
connected with their release, the Execu- 
tive holding that all persons resident 
in Ireland are lable to British law and are to 
be treated as British subjects. Among those 
of this class who were released was Mr. Boy- 


ton, who was liberated on account of ill-health. 
There are only four suspects of the same elass 
now imprisoned.” 

The Standard says it is gratifying to find 
that the action of the American Government 
has not been suggested or influenced by the 
expression of opinion of the late meeting at 
the Cooper Institute. It says it is true that 
the Democrats encouraged the demonstration. 

Dvus.in, April 6,—The Police have made an

Boston, April 6.—A remarkable conspir- 

acy to extort money from Charles Francis 

Adams, and to blackmail his family, 

has just come to light, The first 

intimation of the scheme was a 

warning received by Mr. Adams’s clerk, last 

Friday, that Mr. Adams’s account at his bank 

had been overdrawn. This was considered 

very surprising, as Mr. Adams was known 
to have $18,000 to his credit there, An in- 
vestigation was at once begun, and it 
was found that a check for $17,500, reg- 
ularly indorsed and signed by Mr. 
Adams, but filled im by another hand, 


had been deposited in the Merehants’ Bank 
some time previously and had in due course of 
business come around to Mr. Adams’s bank. 
To-day J. 8. Morrison was arrested on the 10 
o’clock train for New-York. He made the 
statement that the check represented mone 
that Mr. Adams had lost at gaming. The state- 
ment further shows that ar. Adams, who 
is in feeble health, whose memory 
is impaired, was considered a fit subject by 
this man, who is interested in a bunko game, 
for plucking, and that it was believed that his 
family would pay any sum to avoid the publi- 
cation of the story. 

Aceording to the statement, Mr. Adams was 
met by this Morrison one day, in the street, 
the latter assuming fo be a relative and po- 
litical friend of Mr. Adams, and decoying him 
into a place in Boyleston-street, where the 
game was in progress. Mr. Adams was con- 
fused and did not seem to know what 
he was abeut, and the sharpers finally 
induced him to sign and_ endorse 
three checks, one tor $17,500, one for $1,600, 
and one for $250. Morrison frankly said 
that he did not believe that Mr. Adams 
knew what he was doing, and observed 
Mr. Adams, after the swindle, coming from 
his home without any apparent-agitation, sup- 
pare that the game had succeeded, and that 

fr. Adams had concluded to allow the check to 
be paid, Another man, named J. F. Norton, 
is implicated, but he has not yet been arrested. 
Mr. Adams’s clerk, on discovering that his 
check had been deposited, had the account 
at the Merchants’ Bank trusteed, and the 
matter placed in the hands of detectives with 
the above result.

CARH OF ARCHBISHOP PURCELL.

BISHOP ELDER’S KINDNESS APPRECIATED BY 
THE CLERGY OF THE DIOCESE. 

CINCINNATI, April 6.—it has been charged 
that Archbishop Purcell, who has been helpless 
from the infirmities of age forthe last two years, 
was not receiving the collections which are-taken 
in every church in the diocese for his support. 
The inference was that Bishop Elder, the 
coadjutor of Archbishop Purcell and the 
custodian of the fund, had approprtated 
the fund to other uses. An investigation showed, 


“however, that the Archbishop, in the two years of 


his retirement, had received in all $600, This 
went to the Ursuline Sisters, in whose convent he 


is living, and who have watched over and cared 
forhim as tenderly as of a child. It was further 
ascertained that more than $600 had been oftered 
to the Sisters, but they would not accept more. 
The remainder of the collections had been appro- 
priated by Bishop Elder for purposes which all 
approve. The priests of the diocese, about 70 in 
number, were all present at the cathedral in this 
city to-day, in attendance upon the services of 
Holy Thursday, and at the close of the services 
presented Bishop Elder with an address, which 
eontained these expressions: 

** We desire to assure you that since your arrival 
in the diocese we have found in you a kind father, 
a model of Christian virtue, a prudent administra- 
tor, a wise disciplinarian, a firm ruler, a friend of 
the poor, a helper and a support in the trials 
brought upon us by the unhappy state of the- 
diocese. We desire to say to you, Right 
Reverend Bishop, that we have been deep- 
lv pained by recent anonymous communica- 
tions to the public press seeking to disparage- 
you before the community. An assault of this char- 
acter, whose author lacks the manliness and cour- 
age to acknowledge it, is unworthy of attention, 
and will failin its purpose before the public. The 
paper referred to is not only ungenerous, it is un- 
just. We know from. personal observation, 
as well as by your instructions to us, that 
you have been untiring in your efforts to 
assist and relieve the poorest and most dis- 
tressed among the victims of the calamity that 
has overtaken the diocese, Your kindness to those 
poor people has known no limits, The great re- 
spect and affection which you have constantly 
shown toward the Most Reverend Archbishop and- 
the delicacy evinced in his regard by your refrain- 
ing from the use of your title as Administrator of: 
the diovese, could not fail to be appreciated by 
us. We know that the clergymen who reside 
with the Archbishop have been most unremitting 
in their attentions to him. These reverend gentle- 
men would certainly have informed you or usif 
anything had been wanting to the comfort of the 
most venerable Archbishop. We thank you for the 
loving care you have taken of his Grace, as you 
have been enabled to do trough the kind and filial 
offices of the Ursuline nuns at their cenvent in 
Brown County, Ohio.” 
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THE SOUTH CAROLINA TRIALS. 


TRYING TO EXHAUST THE PATIENCE OF THE 
COURT WITH QUIBBLES AND ARGUMENTS. 
CHARLESTON, 8S. C., April 6.—The attend-» 

ance of spectators in the United States court room, 

this morning was even greater than yesterday and 
serious fears were entertained by the court officers 
that. the building was not strong enough to support. 
the human weicht packed within its walls. Con- 
trary to general expectation, the arguments on the 
definition of the term “infamous” as applied 
to offenses against law were resumed. State 
Attorney-General Youmans delivered a two 
hours’ speech rehearsing much that was said 
by Major Barker yesterday. He asserted em- 
phatically that the law fixing the jurisdic- 
tion of the Pollce Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, enacted by Congress in 1870, defined 
the term “infamous” as applied to an offense 
punishable with imprisonment in the penitentiary; 
that infamous offenses must be tried by indictment, 
and that political prisoners were therefore entitled 
to the benefit of a Grand Jury investigation before 
they could be broucht into court. The court re- 
served its decision upon the new points. raised, and 
requested counsel for the defense to argue, in the 
meantime, such other objections as may exist to 
the trial of the prisoners. Col. Miles asked and ob- 
tained Jeave to argue a motionjto quash the jury 
array on Saturday. Col. Hask gave notice 
of a motion, to be made on Monday, to 
continue the Richland cases until the No- 
vember term and to obtain an order from the 
court to send to Texas for witnesses for the 
defense. Judge Bond stated positively that no 
further continuance would be granted. ‘This an- 
nouncement produced an angry discussion among 
counsel for the defense, during which the court 
adjourned until Saturday. Itis evident that noth- 
ing will be left undone to retard the progress of 
the prosecution and to embarrass the District At- 
torney. Counsel for the defense have no hopes of 
preventing the triais, but they intend to exhaust 
the endurancefof the court with long-winded argu- 
ments and legal quibbles. All the defendants are 
domiciled in good hotels, at the expense of the

MR. WORTHINGTON’S SELECTION DENOUNCED 


BY THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM ELE-" 


MENT. 

Boston, April 6.—News of the nominations 
of the President for the Federal officers here and 
elsewhere in this State did not get abroad to any 
extent, to-day being Fast Day in Massachusetts, 
and observed generally asa holiday, no evening 
papers even being issued. Consequently, the first 
information that the general public will have 
will be in the morning papers. Numer- 
ous private dispatches were, however, received, 
and what had been done was fairly well known 
in political quarters by evening. The action 
of the President in nominating Col. Row- 


land Worthington, of the Traveller, for the 
Collectorship, in place of Collector Beard, is 
sharply criticised. It has been intimated for 
some time that Mr. Worthington might be 
selected for one of the vacant offices, not 
because of any demand for a change by 
other than politicians, or because he was better 
qualified than any one of those who had held 
these offices, but for the reason that it was well 
known that a constant pressure had for some 
,time been made on the President to ‘“ree- 
ognize” one wing of the party here 
-which is very much in the minority by 
giving a Federal office to Mr. Worthington, 
who was agreed upon as its representative. The 
appointment is a pnrely political one, 
as one public man puts it to-night. a 
strike from the shoulder at civil service re- 
form, in favor of which the sentiment of 
the party in this State has been so formally 
and unequivocally expressed. While the pressure 
has been on the President to recognize this faction 
of the party which has been pushed to the rear, the 
true sentiment of the State has been well repre- 
sented to the President by the majority of 
the Massachusetts delegation in Washington, 
by representative business men, and by the 
majority of the Republican press. One of 
the best informed men on politics in this State 
‘said to-night: “The action of the President 
will be condemned by the best sentiment 
in this State. While there is no objection 
to Mr. Worthington on personal grounds; he rep- 
represents that fading wing of the party 
here whose doctrine is that the offices be- 
long to the politicians; that political service 
should be rewarded by place; who have 
steadfastly opposed civil service reform, and are 
opposed to the progressive sentiment represented 
inthe party position here and in its platforms. 
*The nomination of Mr. Worthington was sought 
on the ground that he represented the 
insignificant ‘Stalwart’ faction of the Republican 
Parties of the State, whose grip on the machine 
has been so effectually broken of late years.” 

Collector Beard was reticent to-night, declining 
to express his views on the matter. The opinions of 
the most influential newspapers are likely to be 
pronounced. The Advertiser will say editorially 
that neither the President nor the peculiar Repuoli- 
eanism represented by the Collector nominated will 
be made more popular by this appointment and 
that every effort to force ‘‘Stalwart principles” 
upon the Republieans of Massachusetts will encoun- 
ter a dismal failure. Of Collector Beard’s adminis- 
tration it says: ‘* He took the office when it had been 
converted into a political machine and restored it 
to its true function. Since he has been at 
the Custom-house no one has had_ reason 
to complain that he employed the force at his dis- 
posal in carrying caucuses, in promoting the for- 
tunes of anybody, * * * andparticularly in the 
_administration of his office, in appointments and 
removals he has refrained from everything 
that would convey the idea that the Custom- 
house was organized for political rewards 
and punishments.” Of the President’s choice 
of his successor it says: “*‘He has ehosen a gentle- 
man who isanopen and avowed believer in the 
doctrine that the spoils belong to the victors. 
almost alone among Massachusetts Republicans he 
has scoffed at the idea that offiees should be used 
to secure the best service to the Government 
rather than to carry elections for the party, 
and that they should go by merit rather 
than by favor. There is not the least 
reason worthy of consideration why the 
Collector of a port should be a member of the party 
in power, but it would be difficult to give any other 
reason for the selection of Mr. Worthington than 
that be is a Republican and a member of that 
wing of it which constitutes in this State 
a minority hardly worth counting. There is 
scarcely a question of principle on which conyen- 
tions of Massachusetts Republicans have ex- 
yressed a strong and distinctive opinion 
2s recent years, in regard to whieh 
be has not taken an opposite view. His alliances in 
State and national affairs have been such as an 
overwhelming majority of Republicans have hotly 
condemned. Whatever other merits he may have, 
he is in no sense a representative of Massachusetts 
tepublicanism, and if he was nominated as such the 
appointment shouid be disapproved.” 

The Journal will say: ‘ The appointment of Col. 
Worthington is one that will not promote harmony 
in the Republican Party of Massachusetts, and it 
will not strengthen the Administration in this 
State. * * * President Arthur has made 
a nomination which, while it will give satis- 
faction to a few who are known as 
‘* Stalwart’ will cause a deep feeling of regret among 
those who have adhered steadily to the prin- 
ciples of the party, and who have sus- 
tained its fortunes by loyal words and 
generous contributions. The merchants of Boston 
were satisfied with Collector Beard. His reappoint- 
ment would have been acceptable tothem. Not 
even his political enemies denied to him the eredit of 
being a faithful, industrious, and intelligent offi- 
seer.” The Journal concludes its vigorous 
‘article with the observation that the Presi- 
dent. lost a _ golden opportunity to em- 
phasize by deeds his theory, as expressed in his 
letter of acceptance, that “the tenure of office 
should be stable,” and that “ positions of 
responsibility should, so far as_ practicable, 
be filled by promotions of worthy and efficient off- 
cers.”” 

As for the other appointments, they cause no 
special discussion to-night, the Collectership ques- 
tion absorbing attention. 
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BENDER BELIEVED TO BE CAPTURED. 

Sr. Louris, April 6.—The Police authorities 
here believe they have at last captured ‘‘Old Maa” 
Bender, the Kansas butcher. The arrest was made 
last Tuesday afternoon, but the Police have kept 
the affair secret. The circumstances of the arrest 
are as follows: Herman H. Green, a German, who 


resides in this city, was formerly a private in the 
:Sixth United States Infantry, and in 1871 was sta- 
tioned at Osage Station, Kansas, seven miles from 
‘which John Bender and family resided. He saw 
‘Bender several times every week, as the latter 
‘brought his vegetables to camp to sell, and knew 
him well. Last Monday he saw three men on the 
river in North St. Louis, one of whom he declared 
to be John Bender.

Kelly to Albany last night bore the order that 
Tammany Hall’s representatives must be re- 
corded against any attempt to examine Judge 
Westbrook’s judicial actions, Seven of the 
eight meekly obeyed the command of their 
Boss; the eighth, Major Haggerty, had seen 
too many traces of raseality in the investiga- 
tion of the Receivership question to warrant 
him in refusing to favor Mr. Roosevelt’s 
resolution. Although this resolution has not 
been defeated, enough was shown by to-day’s 
proceedings to indicate that there is a large 
number of members, who, for reasons best 
known to themselves, would be pleased to see 
it lost. With only a few exceptions, this class 
of members 1s not above the suspicion 
of having been tampered with. The 
lobby is supposed to have been en- 
listed and the contract awarded to prevent 
any investigation of either the Judge or the 
elevated railroad. Mr. Parker, of Albany, is 
too wealthy to be suspected of having been 
approached confidentially. The fact remains, 
however, that for some reason he is strongly 
opposed to any investigation; that he has 
solicited members to adopt his views, and that 
he has been in close conversation with some 
of the Tammanv men. This union of a regu- 
lar Democrat with the element that-represents 
Tammany is acurious one, and fairly illus- 
trates the fact some other things than politics 
make strange bedfellows. Mr. Brodsky, of 
New-York, the only Stalwart representative 
who was re-elected, takes great interest in the 
same course and so does a number of otker 
affable gentlemen in the Republican ranks. 

* Ex-Gov. Alvord’s course in talking against 
time yesterday prevented any action upon the 
Roosevelt resolution, and has temporarily de- 
feated it. It must now take its turn and wait 
until the order of business including resolu- 
tions and motions is reached, whenever 
that may be. It was Mr. Roosevelt's 
ho to lift it out of this routine 
order, when he moved to-day to lay aside all 
order of business for the purpose-of considering 
his proposition. This required a two-thirds 
vote, and the members arose in their places 
and were counted. Deputy Clerk Cuyler, who 
was at the desk, announced that there were 50 
votes for and 54 against the motion. This 
was on its face an unfair count, and it 
provoked the indignation of those who were 
disposed to see fair play. As a matter of fact, 
the count was a false one. This is:not the first 
time that such announcements have been 
made from the Clerk’s desk. This matter of 
false counting has become so notarious that 
members will aw feel ealled upon, for their 
own protection, to demand a yea and nay 
vote, upon any subject, no matter how trifling, 
in which they may have an interest. Mr. 
Roosevelt challenged the count, but it was toa 
—_ for the’Speaker had given the result to the 
ouse, 

Later on Mr. Roosevelt again demanded a 
vote on the same motion, and this time he 
called for the yeas and nays, There was an 
immediate scattering of those members who 
had particular reason for not. being recorded 
either in the affirmative or the negative. The 
dodgers’ column, as it clambered out of the 
chamber, was an imposing one. Although the 
motion was defeated, it resulted in showing 
two things—first, the unfairnéss of the last 
announcement by the Clerk, and second, that 
those members are in a majortty who believe 
Judge Westbrook should be investigated. The 
vote was as follows, (Republicans in roman, 
Democrats in italics, Tammany Hail members 
in SMALL CAPITALS:)

THE BASIS ON WHICH THE PERU- 
VIAN COMPANY RESTS. 

MR. SHIPHERD EXPLAINS Af-GREAT LENGTH 

. THE DEMANDS OF HIS CONCERN—THE 

RURLBUT INTERVIEW AGAIN DETAILED 

—MR. BLAINE’S VALUABLE SUGGESTION 
ABOUT THE CREDIT INDUSTRIEL. 

Wasnrneron, April 6.—The examination of 
Mr. Shipherd was resumed this morning before 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs. The ex- 
amination was conducted by Mr. Rice, of Massa- 
chusetts, 

In reply to questions the witness stated that the 
Peruvian Company owned the claim of Alexander 
Gochet and that it did not-own that of Landreau; 
that-Cochet lived in Peru a-portion-of his life and. 
died in Paris, leaving a natural son in Pera, and 
that it is through that natural son that 
the Pernvian Company possesses the title 
which it sets up. That company claims 
that Alexander Cochet was during his life 
owner of otethird of the gnstio depos 
its in Peru; that that oclaifm vested in him 
from the time of his-discoveries in 1840, and that it 
therefore covered all the guano that had been 
taken from those deposits in the interval. This 
claim was based upona decree of the Peruvian 
Government dated Feb. 18, 1838, tothe effect that 
any one who should thereafter discover property 
belonging to any suppressed convent, or other 
property belongingjto;the State, should have a right 
to the third part of such property. 

Q.—Have you seen any notice, ordo you know 
of any notice, in-any scientific work to ‘which you 
ean refer this committee for information in refer 


ence to the life and character of Alexander Cochet? 
A.—I think Iknowof none thatfis not quoted or 
referred toin one or the other of the documents 
Which have been furnished to the State Depart- 
ment. 

.—Did you ever see the old Spanish pamphlet 
stesir ? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—All that you have is a translation of a sap- 
posed or alleged old a pamphlet. Is that 
true? A.—That is partof the truth. The-first docu- 
ment that was furnished to me in this premise was 
what-purported to bea manuseript copy in Span- 
ish of the Spanish pampbiet. Tt was stated to me 
by the alleged owner of the pamphlet, Mr. Hevener, 
that buta single copy of that pamphiet had been 
obtainable by him, and that he had paid about 
$8,000 for it; that the original was deposited for 
safe-keeping with some one who had a safe in 
Lima, and that the manuscript er whicn he 
brought to me he had had prepared with great care 
from that origin . 

Q—Did he teil you how it happened that the 
pamphlet was so rare that there was only one copy 
of it.and that that one copy was of such value? 
A.—I do not think that any special explanation 

entered upon. He made some explanation, 
ut I do not recollect-its details. 

Q.—Did he state why he left it at Lima rather 
than bring it home to his residence? A.—Yes. He 
thought that the risk of transportation was con- 
siderable and was unnecessary. He had formerly 
been a merchant there, and he explained that he 
hada friend there, who was a merchant, witha 
secure safe; that he bad deposited the original 
there and had brought the wey with him. 

Q.—Never during the organization of the Peru- 
vian Company, or during the negotiations for the 
purchase of the claim by the Peruvian Company, 
or the negotiations with the United States Govern- 
ment, has that original copy been produced or 
shown in America, has it? A.—No, Sir; not to my 
knowledge. I was about to state. in order to com- 
plete the facts of the case, that after this manu- 
script had been furnished me, and after this trans- 
lation had been furnished me, a large parcel of 
Cochet’s original papers was received by us from 
Paris. They were delivered to our messenger 
there by the notary who, according to the due and 
elaborate certificates furnished, had sealed them 
up at the time of Cochet’s death. Among these 
papers was founda copy of the original award of 
5,000 tons of guano, signed apparently with tho 
autographs of the principal officers of the Peruvian 
Congress and certified by the French Minister un- 
der his seal to be a true duplicate copy of the orig- 
inal. The certificate further states that the signa- - 
tures are known to him to be the genuine and 
original signatures of the officers ot the Peruvian 
Congress. In connection with those papers were 
also found originals In the handwriting of Cochet, 
which (as my own translator, in whom I have every 
reason to have absolute confidence, assures me) 
contain duplicates of this pamphiet. We have, 
therefore, as we think, in New-York the original 
manuscript authenticating this pamphlet and coy- 
ering the substance of the whole pamphlet. 

Q.—Do you know from whom these manuscripts 
which you have just spoken of were obtained? A. 
—As Iam informed, they were delivered to Mr. Pe- 
ter Hevener, who wentto Paris as our messenger 
under a power of attorney given him by Gelacio 
Cochet, who settled Alexander Cocnet’s estate. 
They were delivered to him by the notary in Paris, 
which notery had sealed them up originally. Mr. 
Hevoner on his return brought a certificate of the 
French authorities, viséd and certified by the Amer- 
ican Minister,andI think also by the American 
Consul at Paris. I have not myself examined them, 
but one of our counsel, Mr. Lord, has certified to 
os that the certificates are in due form and com- 
plete. 

Q.—Do you understand that the pamphlet in Pern 
Is printed or written? A.—It is printed. 

Q.—There is no other printed copy anywhere to 
your knowledge. A.—There is not. 


THE BASIS OF THE COCHET CLAIM. 
Q.—This Cochet, according to these vapers, made 
claims upon the Peruvian Government during his 
residence in Pern, and those are the claims to 
which the Peruvian Company assert it has suc- 
ceeded. What did Cochet claim of the Peruvian 
Government? A.—If Ireaa the papers aright, I 


have understood these to be the facts in relation 
to the claim of Cochet and the claim of the Peru- 
vian Company: Cochet made certain investiga- 
tions into guano with special reference to its util- 
ity in Europe. The results of those investiga- 
tions, after a considerable period, were the initia- 
tion of atrade in guano to Europe. Guano was 
sent there and sold. Cochet, as I under- 
stand his collateral papers, not only gave 
a good deal of attention to the matter 
in Peru, but went to England and interested his 
fellow-scientists there and prepared tables for the 
use of English farmers, which tables, I think, are 
still in use; at least they have been until a very re- 
cent date, He gave himself forsome years to the de- 
velopment of the guano trade, beginning first with 
the development of its chemical qualities. He 
seems himself to have been purely a scientist 
and to have been but very moderately interested 
in any question of pecuniary advantage to him. 
But he did make 2 claim on one Allier, a country- 
man of his, who initiated the trade, for some part- 
nership interest, to which Allier and his partner, 
Quiros, replied that they were the original discov- 
erers and initiators of this whole business. Cochet 
conld not submit to such a claim as that, it seems, 
and retorted asserting that he was the original dis- 
coverer. This issue between Cochet. on the one 
band, and Allier and Quiros, on the other, seems to 
have been bronght toa hearing in the Pernvian 
Congress, and, as I understand the result, the Peru- 
vian Congress decided, first, generaliy and abso- 
lutely, that soraebody had conferred a great ad- 
vantage on the State; secondly, that_a Committes 
of Award or a Committee of Prizes shouid inquire 
and determine who was the original discoverer, 
and that that original discoverer should be awarded 
aspecial premium of 5,000 tons of guano for his 
expenses, &c. When that award was obtained (as 
its terms show) there was an exeeption by the com- 
mittee. The committee annexed to the award of this 
5,000 tons of guano the condition that Cochet should 
give to the State certain valuable discoveries 
which he had made in reference to the change of 
basis of the nitrate of soda into nitrate of potash. 
Tuis Cochet was unwilling to do, and therefore 
the awara gave him nothing. That is, it gave him 
the 5,000 tons of guano as the first discoverer, 
therein adjudicating that he was the first disoov- 
erer, but it gave it to him on conditions which he 
claimed the committee had no authority to annex, 
and which he refused to comply with. Under this 
state of facts, as a matter see) he did not get 
anything; and if, as Gen. Hurlbut’s recent letter 
states, the matter was brought up before a mixed 
commission in 1861, I am_ confident that the 
record will show that all that Cochet at- 
tempted to get was the 5,000 tons of guano, 
and that, probably. was refused to him because 
the terms of the award would prevent it. We 
have no knowledge that Cochet ever claimed one- 
third, or that he supposed he was entitled to one- 
third, of the guano in Peru; and, therefore, there 
may be @ very wide difference between the claims 
pet up y Rg wes and the claims set up by my 
clients, @ points which Gen. Butler (among our 
counsel) asserts are that the effect of the award 
was simply to adjudicate, absolutely, that Cochet 
was the original discoverer of guano within the 
meaning of the decree that has been read; and 
that if he ‘was the discoverer the title to one-third 
vested absolutely in him at the time of the discov- 
ery hg Aa eigen of law.

Q.—Cochet died without a will? A.—No, Sir. 
Q.—You have stated that he died intestate? A.— 

I stated so according to the information which I 
then had; but some months afterward his will was 
discovered, and we have a certified eopy of it in 
New-York. Under the Peruvian laws, if he died 
without a will, leaving no legitimate children, the 
illegitimate children who were identified by a bap- 


tismal record (that being the mode of legitimatiz- 
ing natural children in Peru) would succeed as 


heirs. 

Q— you not find afterward that as he died in 
France his brothers and sisters would inherit in- 
stead of an illegitimate son? A.—I have had no 
advice to that effect. 

Q.—Where was the will found? A.—In Paris, in 
the possession of the notary in whose hands it was 
deposited at the time.of his death. 

—What was the namo of the notary? A.—I 
haye it not in my a. 

Q.—Who found these papers in Paris? A.—Mr. 
Hevener. 

Q.—The same who found the other papers in 
Peru? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—On page 672 of the printed volume there is 
an assignment from Gelacio Cochet to somebody 
whose name is left blank. The first paragraph re- 
cites that “ having understood that Sefior Gelacio 
Cochet eould prove his title to be declared judi- 
cially the natural son of the deceased Alexander 
Cochet, and as such to be acknowledged by the 
tribunals of Peru as having right to the premiums 
which have been awarded, or may in future be 
awarded, in favor of the deceased and his legal 
heirs;"’ and further on another panes recites 
that ‘‘Gelacic Cochet sells and makes over to 
(blank) the titles and rights which he may acquire 
as the legal helrof Alexander Cochet to the premi- 
ums which the Government of Peru may assign to 
the said Cochet.”’ All that Gelacio Cochet has as- 
signed to this company, therefore, is his right as 
heir of Alexander Cochet to the premiums which 
may haye been awarded, or may in future be 
awarded, in favor of Alexander Cochet and his legal 
heirs. Is that notso? A.—That is the phrasing. 

Q.—Now we have got at what the Pernvian Com- 
pany owns. Doesit own anything more? A,—It 
owns whatever in legal intent is conveyed by the 
word ‘* premiums.”’ 

~Q.—You claim that under this decree of 1833, 
giving to the discoverer of convent or other prop- 
erty in Pera, belonging to the nation, one-third, Al- 
exander Cochet, {because he made a scientifio dis- 
covery by which the value of guano was enhanced, 
was entitled to one-third of the guano deposits? 
A.—Our claim is that he was a discoverer within 
the meaning of this deoree, and was therefore en- 
titled to one-third. 

Q.—Was he a discoverer because of, this scientific 
discovery? A.—Yes, he discovered the essential 
thing which the deeree was intended to bring out. 

1 ew guano-beds had lain there since the days 
of Pizarro and long before that and were not 
known’ A.—Yes. 

Q.—Bnut because Cochet made a scientific discov- 
ery you said that one-third of these guano deposits 
vested in him? A.—That is the view of our counsel. 

Q.—Did the Peruvian Government have any prop- 
erty in that scientific discovery? A.—It took about 
$1,400,000,000 cash as the direct result of it. 

Q.—I ask, did the Peruvian Government have 
any property in this discovery? A.—We so un- 
derstand it. 

Q.—If the Peruvian Government had no prop- 
erty or ownership in this seientific discovery, then 
Cochet did not discover property belonging to the 
Peruvian Government, but Pyar belonging to 
any scientific man who could find it in the realms 
of science? A.—I do not know that I understand 
the drift of the question. The phrasing of the 
claim among our counsel has been this: Cochet 
discovered the value—not the rem, but the value. 
The object of the decree was to bring within the 
control of the Government the value by which the 
Government might profit. Cochet brought out 
$1, 200,000,000 in value, and, under the decree, was 
entitled to one-third. That is the reasoning of our 
counsel. 

Q.—It was that claim wash yee thought as val- 
uableasan Egyptian pyramid when it was first 
made known to you in March, that you sought to 
engage the good offices of the United States in be- 
half of, was itnot? A.—IfI rightly understand 
the question, it was. 

Q.—What was paid to Gelacio Cochet for his in- 
terest? A.—I decline to state. 


THE HURLBUT AND BLAINE INTERVIEWS, 

Q.—You state in your testimony as to your in- 
terviews with Gen. Hurlbut: ‘‘ Mr. Hurlbut stated 
to me that he had been sent to tell me that the 
President regarded my case (as made out in the 
printed papers) as being as strong acase both in 


law and in equity as acase could well be made?” 
A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—Are you sure that Mr. Hurlbut said that to 
you? A.—I don’t know of anything of which lam 
surer. 

Q.—This was onthe 80thof May, less than two 
months after you had given your own opinion that 
the claim was about as usable as an Egyptian pyr- 
amid? A.—Mr. Rice will, of course, quote more of 
what Isaid. That is a part of what I said, coupled 
with very important qualifications. 

Q.—Had the question of non-assignability of this 
claim from a Frenchman or a Peruvian toan Amer- 
ican citizen (so that it would come under the pro- 
reg the United States) occurred to yon? A, 
—It had. 

Q.—Did it not seem to you very strange that it 
should not have occurred to the President of the 
United States? A.—No, Sir. (After a pause) I[ 
should not answer that. Ido not know but that it 
had occurred to him. 

The witness was further examined with refer- 
ence to his interview with Gen. Hurlbut and added 
to what he had previously stated that Hurlbut said 
to him: “I need not have come all the way from 
Washington to tell you how infinitely the Govern- 
ment would prefer to settle all that business down 
there with such an opportunity as you present 
rather than leave it to be settled by other Govern- 
ments.’” He said in a categorical way—an ambas- 
sador-like way—‘'I am sent to tell you so and so.”’ 

Q.—If you had not understood Mr. Hurlbut’to be 
a@purchasable man would you have written him 
that note? A.—By'no manner of means. 

.—State what your idea is as to why he did not 
callupon you when he went back to New-York? 
A.—I suppose it was because be was paid by the 
Crédit {ndustriel. So far as Mr. Hurlbut being im- 
properly interested In our favor is concerned, the 
committee has got everything within my knowl- 
edge. As to his being ye po interested against 
us, that is another branch of the question. 

Q.—In regard to your interview with Mr. Blaine 
—was that interview sought by you? A.—It was 
in part. The interview was suggested first by Sena- 
tor Blair. I acquiesced in’ his suggestion and he 
made the arrangement. 

Q.—In that interview did you make any sugges- 
tion to Secretary Blaine that he or any of his 
friends should be interested in this Peruvian claim ? 
A.—Oh no, Sir. 

Q.—Why not? A.—(After a pause)—It would 
not be very difficult for me to say why not. It 
never occurred to me to make 4 suggestion of that 
kind with reference to any oe who ronal eng 
sibly officially influence this claim except Gen. 
Hurlbut. 

Q—Why did you not make it to Secretary 
Blaine? He was the one who of all others had 
the most power to help you. A.—(With some mani- 
festation of warmth)—1i beg Mr, Rice’s pardon; but 
I know of no reason why I should be asked sucha 
question as that.

Q.—You did suggest to him that you had written 
a letter to his appointee to Peru making this im- 
proper proposition, according to your statement?

Q,—But could you not make the proposition just 
as well to Secretary Blaine as to tell him that you 
had made it to one of his appointees? A.—I donot 
know anything to say to such a question as that. 

Q.-—-Why did you suppose that he would listen to 
you when you stated to him thet you had written 
this letter to Mr. Hurlbut, the Minister whom the 
President had appointed on his recommenda- 
tion? Why did you state that to _ him, 
when you would not venture to make a 
proposition of the same kind to himself? 
A.—I would be very glad to answer that question 
very fully. At the opening of the interview with 
Secretary Blaine I deemed it proper to recapitulate 
to him everything that had passed between me and 
any representative of the State Department. That 
was the opening of the conversation. It seemed 
to be logically and chronologically the proper 
thing. I began, therefore, by referring to the

Did youthen say tohim: *‘ Why, Mr. Secre- 
tary, Mr. Hurlbut said to me in New-York that the 
Government had no doubt (upon the printed evi- 
dence furnished it) of the perfect equity and jus- 
tice ‘of the case, and that on two conditions the 
Government would faeront the claim?’ Did you 
say anything to Mr. Blaine at that time of the in- 
consistency between the statement whieh Mr. 
Hurlbut had made to you and the Secretary’s cau- 
tion in asking you these questions, and in sug- 
Reon j this very important legal difficulty in the 
way of yourclaim? A.—I did not. 

Q.—There was a very important distinction, was 
there not, between the statement which Mr. Hurl- 
but made to you and these suggestions of doubt 
made on the part of the Secretary? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Q.—What reason had-you to expect that Secre- 
tary Blaine would make any objection when Gen, 
Hurlbut had assured you that the thing was all 
settled inthe mind of the Government? A.—My 
experience with men in all walks of life has been 
that they very. often revise their opinions, their 
statements, and their promises, 

Q.—The next morning you were there again-with 
Senator Blair, and you assured the Secretary that 
you did not want .the Government of the United 
States to decide at all the validity of the claim? 
A.—At that time. 

Q.—And that all that you desired was that the 
Government should give notice to the Peruvian 
Government that somebody made such a claim? 
A.—Substantially that. 

Q,—And the Secretary told you that that notice 
should be given? A.—Yes, 

Q.—And he did give it? A.—Yes, in his way. 

Q.—And that is all that he ever did in your be- 
half? A.—Oh no, Sir. 

Q.—Did he do more.than that? A.—Yes, Sir. 


THE CLAIM OF THE CREDIT INDUSTRIEL. 

Q.—We will reserve that.for another time, as I 
do not want to go beyond the date to which the 
Chairman went in his examination. You ask, in 
one of these letters: ‘*Can you give me the address 
of Suarez?’ Had anything been said about 
Suarez in your interview with Secretary Blaine? 
A.—Yes. 

Q.—You said nothing of that inthe statement 
which you have already given of that interview? 
A.—l only gave, at the moment of my testifying, 


such parts of the interview as I then remembered. 
fhe question refreshes my recollection, and I will 
auswer it as fuily or as briefly as you please. 

Q.—Answer fully what was said about Suarez. I 
also notice that in one of your letters, the Crédit 
Industriel comesin. You said nothing about that 
in your prior statement of this conversation with 
Secretary Blaine. A.—I had heard, through Peru- 
vian sources, prior to this interview with the Sec- 
retary, that there was a French company holding a 
contract of some sort, under which it proposed to 
administer on all the guano and nitrate in Pern, 
having a plan which, if it were successful, would 
substantially defeat our plan. I had learned 
these facts, as general facts, prior to this inter- 
view, without the advantage of many details. 
Some casual reference to sucha French company 
which J made Jed the Secretary to speak somewhat 
in this wise, (I can give his language in part sub- 
stantially verbatim, and in part [ shall have to 
summarize it.) He said: “Mr. Shipherd, these 
French people have been aroufhd the State Depart- 
ment ever since I have been here, and I under- 
stand that they were here a long time before. 
Their principle agent is Mr. Suarez, but the fact is 
that Mr. Elmore, who fs accredited to us as conti- 
dential agent of Mr. Calderon, (at that time he had 
not been recognized as Minister.) ia as much the 
agent of the Crédit Industriel as Mr, Suarez Js. The 
two travel together, as Mr. Lincoln used to say, 
like two pups tied with one string, and 
wherever you find one you will find the 
other. I give you these points for your informa- 
tion. Now, I have always refused to do anything 
for the French company. I could not do less than 
refuse. They have no American connections; 
they have no American interests of any sort. Nev- 
ertheless, they have been here persistently insist- 
ing that the United States shall interfere effective- 
ly tocompel a peace between Chili and Peruin 
order that they may enteron their contract. I 
have told them that such an application was pre- 
posterous and could not be entertained, but they 
are constantly here—Mr. Suarez as the open agent, 
and Mr. Elmore as the real agent, co-operating 
with btm,” 

Mr. Kasson—Whom are you quoting now? A.—I 
am quoting Mr. Secretary Blaine, and, as nearly as 
possible, verbatim. ‘‘ Now," said be, “*this man 
Suarez I haye to seeagood deal of, but I don't 
talk tohim mach. They had a Frenchman here a 
while ago, a Vount Somebody, who was a ba” 
bright man. He could not talk English, but through 
an interpreter we had long conversations. He was 
very intelligent, and argued his case with great 
enthusiasm and great tact. But I told him that we 
could do nothing for him. He finally responded to 
me: “Secretary, it is very hard that you will not 
interfere for us, nor allow out own Government to 
interfere for us.’ And Ireplied that it did seem 
hard, but that that was exactly the case; that we 
would not allow the French Government to inter- 
fere on behalf of such an {mportant French com- 

any down there, and that certainly we would not 
nterfere in their behalf. So (Mr. Blaine said) they 
never will make any headway at all; but they are 
a very respectable concern and have a large 
amount of ready cash. Now, if you could connect 
yourself with that company in such a way that 
your interests would be eg: in the concern as 
American interests you might make such an agree- 
ment that you could use their cash. An agreement 
of that kind mignt be made which would be very 
advantageous to you. I charge you nothing for 
the suggestion.” I thanked him for the sugges- 
tion; it looked in the direction of business and 
seemed to be very cordially made. I made some 
other response, to which he said: “ Shipherd, you 
ean trade with those fellows in 24 hours. You have 
got exactly what they haye not got and what they 
absolutely need—an American basis on which you 
have aright to ask for the interference of the 
American Government.” Then he went on to say 
that he would be pleased at all times to forward 
the interests of an American company that were 
legitimate and proper; and thatif we had a bona 
fide title and were an American concern it would 
be his daty and pleasure to afford us every facility 
which was in the power of the Government. 

Q.—Then you had satisfied him as to the doubts 
which he had suggested in his interview, that your 
claim, being bought by American citizens from a 


French subject, was not one which this Govern- | 


ment could properly interfere in behalf of. You 
had satisfied his doubts on that point? A.—I can- 
not say what process had gone on inhis mind. My 
reply to him had been two-fold. 

Q.—He said to you that you had exactly what 
this French company wanted, namely,an American 
claim? A.—My recollection is that he used exactly 
that idiom. “ You have got exactly what they 
want—an American basis.” 

Q.—The next day, in a note to Mr. Walker 
Biaine, you say that you will prepare a brief note 
for the use of the Secretary, stating the law cover- 
ing especially the doctrine of choses and in jnter- 
national assignability, and in you letter to Becre- 
tary Blaine, the next day, you did send him some- 
thing in regard to that. A,—Yes. 

Q.—Then he was not satisfied, was he? A.—I 
cannot undertake to say what the state ofgthe Sec- 
retary’s mind was. I said to him:.*' Suppose that 
Peru.admits our claim, what, then, remains?’ 
“ Ob,” said he, “if Peru admits it itis none of our 
business,” Then I said: ‘“‘Suppose it turns out 
that we bought guano and not a * chose in action’— 
that we bought property?’ “Oh,” said he, ‘of 
course, if you bought property that is a different 
thing.”’ The impression made on my mind was, 
therefore, that oghva.ng on that point the Secretary 
was not perfectiy clear in his own mind, and there- 
fore I intended to volunteer to supply a brief 
which would, I thought, cover the whole ground.

‘THR AMENDMENT MAKING THE COMMISSION 
ELECTIVE BY THW.PEOPLE PRACTICALLY 
KILLED—THE BILL ITSELF ORDERED TO 


A THIRD READING—THE“TEST VOTES. 


ALBANY, April 6.—Mr. C. S. Baker, of 
Monroe, seored a point in favor of his railroad 
commission bill to-day vy getting it ordered, in 
spite of the Democratic opposition,.to athird read- 
ing. The bill was the special order of the day, and 
immediately upon the reading of the Jour- 
nal, it came up for consideration. The 
question of adopting the substitute of Mr. 
Welch, (Demhocrat,) of Niagara, forthe first section, 
was pending. This substitute direotly removes 
the Railroad Commission into the “‘ troubled srena 
of politics” by giving the people the power to elect 
the three.Commissioners at the election of next 
November. The protest made by ex-Gov. Alvord 
the other day against making the-office an elective 
one was the text chosen by Mr. Welch 
in supporting his substitute. Mr. McOlelMand, Mr. 
Butts, Mr. Benedict, Mr. M. J. Costello,and Mr, 
Brooks, all Democrats, also advocated the ‘‘ grand 
old Democratio idea’’ that the people were the 
power to be invested with the selection-of Commis- 
sioners. Nearly all of the speakers argued at 


length againstthe idea—which was never soughtto 
be conveyed by ex-Goy. Alvord in his original re- 
mark—that the people could not be trusted to se- 
lect honest and capable public servants, 

The various speeches were more in the nature of 
Democratic stump-speeches, and they covered ! 
consequence a wide range of subjects not at all 
identified with a railroad commission bijl. Mr. Mo- 
Clelland read from an address delivered in Tamman 
Hall, Oct. 9, 1881, in which the name of Alonzo B. 
Cornell was classed with those of Gould, Vander- 
bilt, Scott, Huntington, Sage, and Villard, all of 
whom were designated as the leading monopolists 
and villains of the financial world. This sort 
of buncombe oratory lasted for over two hours. 
The substitute of Mr, Welch was put to a vote and 
the result announced was 60 for and 57 against its 
adoption. This was a counted vote, and as subse- 
quent events showed was not to be ac- 
cepted as the desire of the majority of 
the House to strike out the first section 
of the Baker bill and insert the substitute. 
Mr. Baker now moved that the Committee of the 
Whole rise and report peegrens on the bill. Little 
opposition was manifested to this, inasmuch as it 
was the general understanding that any further 
ene to amend could be made on its third read- 
ing. ‘This step having been taken and the bill being 
now out of committee, Mr. Baker moved to order it 
to its final reading. Mr. Benedict, (Democrat,) 
of Ulster, raised the poins that the bill, as amended 
by the insertion of the Welch substitute, was the 
one to be ordered toa third reading. On this the 
yeas and nays were called, and with the following 
result, (Republicans in Roman, Demoerats in talics, 
Tammany men in sMALL CAPITALS:)

SMr. Baker, as will be seen, was very nearly de- 
feated in this effort to progress his biil in its orig- 
inal shape. The Democrats voted solidly against 
it, and were supported by the votes of Mr, Brods- 
ky, Mr. Crane, Mr. Fenner, Mr, Holmes, Mr. Schoon- 
maker, Mr. A. B, Sheldon, all Republicans. The 
absentees had been called for and it looked 
as if the Welch substitute was to be 
inserted. Speaker Patterson voted no, and the 
vote was then a tie. Mr. Floyd, Republican, got 
up and changed his vote from the affirmative to 
the negative. ‘This decided the substitute, and Mr. 
Baker and his friends were correspondingly 
rejoiced. 

The yote was next taken on Mr. Baker's motion 
to order the Dill to a_ third reading. 
This was a decisive vote and was regarded 
as expressing the views of the House upon 
the question whether thero should be a Railroad 
Commission established or not. Speaker Patterson 
again voted in favor of the bill as It stands, giving 
the Governor the appointing power, and the vote

As will be seen by an analysis of the vote, the 
Democratic members, notwithstanding their party 
is pledged to a commission bill, were aimost a tinit 
against ordering such a bill to its third reading. 
The only Democrats who were consistent with 
thelr party principles and who recognized the 
pudllo demand fora legalized supervision of the 
railroads were Speaker Patterson, of Rensselaer; 
Mr. Brooks, of Richmond; Mr. Butts, of Monroe; 
Mr. Chapin, of Kings; Mr. Robb, of New-York; 
Mr. Stillwell, of Kings. Those Republicans 
who voted with the Democrats against 
progressing the measure were ex-Gov. Al- 
vord, Mr. B. F. Baker, of Saratoga; Mr. 
Brodsky and Mr, Crane, of New-York; Mr. Griffin, 
of Oneida, the representative of Roscoe Conkling 
in the Assembly; Mr. Ross, of Herkimer—six in 
number. The Tammany contingent, of course, 
voted against the regular Democrats, They could 
not have done otherwise and remained conststent 
with the anti-monopoly principles which they have 
espoused. 

Among other routine matters which. came tp was 
the report of the Railroad Committee upon the Ter- 
minal Warehouse bill. This has beon amended so 
as to exclude the provisions so obnoxious to com- 
mercial bodies in the City, and the bill has been 
reported for the consideration of the House.

PRISON LABOR INVESTIGATION. 
MR. BOYD’S RESOLUTION FOR A COMMISSION 
ADOPTED IN THE S82 NATE, 
ALBANY, April 6.—The whole session of the 
Senate to-day was consumed in the diseussion of 
Mr. Boyd's resolution for the appointment by the 
Governor of a commission to investigate the sub- 
ject of prison labor, the contract system, &e. The 
Judiciary Committees, to which the resolution was 
referred the other day, reported that there was no 
legal objection to the form of the resolution and 
the method of appointing the commission, which 
requires that the Governor shall appoint five 
persons, to be designated by certain private 
associations—one by the State Prison Assogeiation, 
one by the laboring men’s associations, ene by the 
State Board of Charities, one by the Farmer's Al- 
lianee, and one by the Chamber of Commerce. 
The committee declined to express any opinion on 
the merits of the resolution. Mr. Boyd moved the 
passage of the resolution, and madealong and 


prosy speech in its favor. Mr. H. A. Nelson ex- 
pressed his opinion that it would have no 
validity in law (if it passed, and that the 
Governor would be under no obligation to 
take any notice ot it, neither could the 
commission draw a cent of money from the Treas- 
try to pay its expenses under such a resolution as 
this. It could only be done bya bill. Mr. McCar- 
thy also opposed the resolution and said that com- 
po Ar of this kind never accomplished any good 
result. So far as the question of contract labor in 
the prisons is concerned, it had aiready been fully 
investigated by one commission, which reported 
that the contract system did not interfere with 
what was called “ honest labor” to any apprecia- 
ble extent. He said the Senator from the 
Fifth District (Mr. Boyd) had offered so 
many resolations of investigation this session 
that he could not keep track of them. He doubted 
the competency ofa Senator who had emigrated 
to this country from abroad, and after a short 
residence here had fled to another eountry, and 
anon had come back here, and had only resided a 
short time in one district of the State to under- 
take to advise and instruct the people of the whole 
State. Mr. F. Lansing also opposed the resolution, 
and the discussion finally drifted into the subject 
of discipline and punishment in the prisons, and 
particularly in the Kimira Reformatory, which is 
now undergoing an investigation by an Assembly 
committee, 

Several amendments were offered, but they were 
all voted down, except two—one of which was 
that the managers of any prison investigated shall 
have the right to appear by counsel, and the other 
that, pending the reportof the commission, the 
Superintendent of State Prisons be requested not 
to enter into any contract for the employment of 
prison labor that should extend beyond May 1 
1883. With these amendments the resolution passed 
by a vote of 28 to 7, although there were not five 
Senators present who did not regard the whole 
thing as clap-trap and demagogism, designed to 
win a little popatartiy fe Mr. Boyd and his Tam- 
many colleagues. “If we vote againstit.” they 
sald, ‘we will be misrenresented, and will have to 
explain ourselves to a. rtain class of voters when 
the next election comes around.” : 

The Committee on Commerce and Navigation 
reported adversely the bill allowing Dr. Swin- 
burne’s claim of $90,000 for money paiu by him in 
running steam-boats wnen he was Health Officer, 
whieh were run at the expense of the State under 
the administration of his successor. The chairman

TEN LIVES LOST AND THE TOWN OF GENOA 
NEARLY DESTROYED. 
From-the Genoa (Nev.) Courter, March 17.

startled by a terrifie rumbling sound-as-of an earth- 


quake. Bells rang,.and the-cry for help-was passed 


~along the street by those who chanced to be out 


of bed. The first parties at the scane of disaster 
were notaware of what had happened, and went 
unprepared to render effective assistance. They 
were not long in-securing shovels and other neces: 
sary tools, however, and those most familiar with 
the situation of buildings and sleeping apartments 
furnished such information as was possible to give, 
but this was necessarily very unreliable, as buildings 


and other landmarks were alike demolished and 
carried considerable distances from their original 
locations. The Long Building, which stood near- 
est the mountain, was occupied by Indians driven 
from their wigwams by the severity of the storm. 
As near as can be ascertained but seven were in 
the house at the time of the catastrophe. No trace 
of the building can be recognized, and as yet no 
search has been made for its occupants. Next 
came the residence and barn of Minerod Bowers, 
which was crushed to pieces and carried into the 
adjoining lot of D. W. Virgin. Minerod and wife 
were found still in their bed and almost on top of 
the snow and débris, both dead. Two German 
relatives of Mr. and Mrs. Bowers had arrived the 
evening previous from the East, and were sieeping 
in the house that night. One of them escaped un- 
hurt, and the other, who dug his way out from be- 
neath the trunk of atree, had a broken shoulder 
and some other injuries. 

Tne residences of D, W. Virgin, W.D. Gray, an 
H. Boerlin were on the next street below that o 
Bowers. Boerlin’s house was demolished. The 
occupants were Mr. and Mrs. Boerlin, theirtwo 
children, and Mr. Chisholm and wife. Ali were 
buried in the ruins, but Mr. Boerlin and Mr. and 
Mrs. Chisholm made their escape unhurt. After 
considerable search Mrs. Boerlin was found some 
distance from the original.locality of the bed, near- 
ly suffocated, and holding the dead body of the lit- 
tle girl Polina in herarms. The boy was found in 
another part of the wreck, alive and unhurt. 
Gray’s a also nearly a wreck. Mr. Gray, 
who was in the act of shoveling snow away from 
the back door, saw the approaching mountain of 
snow and sprang backward and called to his wife, 
who was in the kitchen, to save herself. They 
escaped into the front portion of the house just 
as the kitchen and all of the rear end of the 
building was crushed into a shaneless mass and 
coveréd with snow. Adjoining the kitchen was 
the children’s bedroom. As all that portion of the 
house was destroyed there seemed but little hope 
for the children, but providentially, it would seem, 
the little side room which they oceupied was left 
nearly intact, while everything was swept away 
within a foot ortwo of their bed. Immediately in 
the rear of Mr. Gray’s dwelling was a large stone 
cellar, and adjoining that a barn. Portions of this 
barn, with its contents of hay, and the Bower's 
barn and house were heaped in a confused mass 
in Gray’s kitehen. Virgin’s dwelling was not so 
severely damaged. The buildingis a strong brick 
structure, andthe force of the slide appears to 
have been exhausted at this point. His orchard, 
barn, and other buildings back of the house were 
destroyed, and the kitchen considerably damaged. 

The slide came down the gorge immediately 
south of Genoa cation, and swept everything before 
itas far as Main-street. No obstaele seemed to 
check this moving mountain of snow until it spread 
out and lost its force on the neariy level plece of 
tand on which Genoa is built, fully a quarter of a 
mile from the base of the mountain. At this time 
it is impossible to estimate the loss of property. 
Everything is chaos. Broken lumber, spiiuters of 
furniture, pine and fruit trees, hay, clothing, 
kitchen ware, and bedding are distributed throug’ 
a body of snow and ice from 10 to 50 feet in depth 
and severai acres in extent. Only one of the seven 
Indians who were Killed by the avalanches has so 
far-been recovered.

METHODIST CONFERENCES 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE SECOND 
DAY'S SESSION AT SING SING. 
‘HE CONDITION OF THE NEW-YORK DISTRICT 
—DR. OSBON GRANTED SUPERANNUATED 
RELATIONS AND DR. NEWMAN LOCATED 

LISTENING TO SERMONS. 


The proceedings of the New-York Confer- 
ence at Sing Sing were prefaced yesterday morn- 
lng by a prayer-meeting, led by the Rev. G. H. 
Gregory. The business meeting began with the 
reading of the journai of Wednesday’s transac- 
tions. The Secretary read a report announcing 
that the Book Concern had declared a 
dividend of $15,000, of which $357 was 
apportioned to the New-York Conference. A 
communication was read from the Book Agents 
announcing that the apportionment to the Confer- 
ence of the eum to be raised to satisfy the claims 
of Bishops and Bishops’ widows was $2,905. The 
standing Committee on Appeals to the Confer- 
ences for Aid was appointed, as follows: 
C. R. North, C. D. Townsend, H. Travis, 
4. H. Ferguson, and C. § Bishop. On the 
roll-call for the passing of character, the Rev. 
Dr. M. S. Terry, Presiding Elder of the New-York 
district, read a report in which he said that the 
work of paying church debts is going on steadily. 
There yet remains to be paid an aggregate debt of 
$277,000, of which $217,000 is on churches in New- 
York City. The church edifice at Croton Landing 
has been sold, as it was found impossible underthe 


financial difficulties of the congregation to hold it 
any longer. Dr. Terry added in regard to this 
church that an neploes a had been made to the 
Board of Church Extension for aid, and that hopes 
were entertained of being able during the 
coming year to build a new ehurch or 
to buy back the old ome... The church 
at Morrisania has been leased to the 
New-York City Church Extension and Missionary 
Society. Two new churches have been buiit during 
the year in New-York City. One of these is in One 
Hundred and Ninth-street, near Madison-avenue, 
andthe other in Seventy- first- street, near Ninth- 
avenue. A new church society has also been or- 
ganized in the City, to be known as the Madison- 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church. Lots have 
been purchased and work already begun at 
Madison-avenue and Sixtieth-street, and a chapel 
for worshiping purposes is expected to 
be completed by Fall. For the penpess of 
building this church $150,000 has aiready been ob- 
tained. Theentire cost is estimated at $225,000. 
The collections for the benevolent enterprises of 
the church have been well looked after. Dr. Terry 
said that one grievous mistake was mado by the 
Conference at its last session, Of the $50,000 to be 
raised by this Conference for church purposes, 
$35,000 had been put down to the New-York Dis- 
trict, while only $15,000 was put on the four other 
districts. This was an increase of 60 per 
cent. in the apportionment on the New-York 
Distriet,.and it has created wide-spread dissatisfac- 
tion, He said, in conclusion, that the congrega- 
tion of the ‘Kighty -sixth-Street Church desired per- 
mission to sell its present edifice for the purpose of 
building elsewhere. He therefore offered a resolu- 
tion granting the request, and it was adopted. 

An affecting scene occurred when the name of 
Dr. A. M. Osbon, lately of Shrub Oaks, N. Y¥., was 
called. The old gentleman went up to the side of 
the Chairman, and asked the indulgence of the 
brethren if he broke down in what he bad to 
gay. He was received into the Conference 
on trial, he said, in 1829. He had received such 
honors, and they were not a few, as the Conference 
had been disposed to give. He had never shirked 
any work bec ause it was hard, nor avoided an 
beeause it was less full of honors then other wor 
that might have been had. He had never laida 
straw in the way of the advaneement of any 
brother: on the contrary, had always taken 
pleasure in seeing young men rise to prominent 
positions. He had never asked any favor, 
large or small, of the Conference, but at last 
he found himself forced into a new 
attitude. He felt asif there was a terrible cloud 
hapging over him, and that in future he would not 
know where toturn. Dr. Osbon’s volce was ren- 
dered almost inaudible by emotion as he asked the 
Conference to grant him a superannuated relation, 
Dr. J. Miley presented a note, signed by Dr. Hare 
and himself, and embodying a warm eulogy of Dr. 
Osbon, and a resolution granting him the super- 
annuated relation. Dr. Hare said the cloud which 
Dr. Osbon spoke of should be transformed into 
sunshine, and Bishop Foster likened him to a hero 
who had come to the close of a glorious battle. 
After the note offered by Dr. Miley had been 
adopted as the expression of the sense of the Con- 
ference, Dr. Terry, amid great applause, presented 
Dr. Osbon with an envelope containing $510. 

At the call of the Rey. Dr. John P. Newman’s 
name, Dr. Terry, after making the usual reply, 
* Nothing a gainst him,” said that Dr. Newman de- 
sired the C onference to grant him alocation. The 
object of this request was to enable him to fill the 
pulpit of the Congregational church to which 
he had been recently called. The request 
was granted. A motion was made to appoint 
a committee to send a telegram of 
sympathy to Bishop Bowman, who {is ill, and an- 
other of thanks to Bishop Foss in acknowledgment 
of his letter received the day before. It was an- 
nounced that Bishop Foss was-tthen on his way to 
the Conference, and would probably arrive this 
morning. The motion was then modified so as to re- 
fer only to Bishop Bowman and passed. The report 
of the Committee on Necessitous Cases concern- 
ing claimants for money provoked a long discus- 
sion regarding a resolution embodied in the report 
to the effeet that claimants who declined to an- 
swer certain prescribed questions as to their prop- 
erty would be refused aid. The language of this 
resolution was modified by changing it from the 
mandatory to the optional form, and the report 
was adopted. The Conference then took a recess 
to listen to the annual missionary sermon, deliv- 
ered by the Rev. 0. R. Bouton, who took his text 
from the parable of the mustard-seed, and spoke of 
the extraordinary growth of the Methodist Church, 

The members of the Conference reassembled at 
, £ ‘olook to listen to the semi-centennial sermon, 

hich was preached by the Rev. Dr. William M. 
Chipp. His text was Matthew i. 21: “And she 
shall bring forth a son and thou shalt call His 
name Jesus, for He shall save His people from 
thelr sins.” The sermon was an eloguent dis- 
course upon the saving power of Christ and the 
blessings His coming had showered upon the earth. 
At the ‘close of his sermon Dr. Chipp gave a brief 
sketch of his life and his relations to the Conference 
during his 50 years’ connection with it. He was 
born, he said, in New-York, on Oct, 10, 1810. His 
parents were ppleronerans. but is nurse 
was a Methodis and the sixteenth per- 
son in America to give adherence to 
Methodism. She joined when the Methodists used 
to meet Inan old sail-loft in William-street. His 
father was converted te Methodism by John Sum- 

merfield, and was a member of the oid John-Street 
Church. Dr. Chipp went toschool at the Newtown 
Institute, and when 12 years old entered a eompe- 
tition to win a Bible by memorizing three chapters. 
He won the book and otili cherished it. He had 
read it through 47 times, and selected all of 
his texts from it. When he joined the 
New-York Conference it had jurisdiction 
over all of the territory now governed by the New- 
York East Conference, the Troy Conference, and 
even extended over a part of Vermont. Of all the 
men then members of the Conference only two 
were now active. The others were either dead or 
superannuated. He had*preached in three States, 
and had not lost but three Sabbaths in 47 years, 
_ while he had been present-at the roll-call of 4 Con- 
ferences.

SEEKING DAMAGES FROM EX-SHERIFF REILLY 
—A FASHIONABLE FAMILY’S TROUBLE. 
Costly china plates belonging to the collec- 
tion of Mrs, Evarts, the wife of the ex-Secretary of 
State, are exhibits in the suit of Mrs. Mary C, Gibbs 
against ex-Sheriff Bernard Reilly, now on trial be- 
fore Judge Freedman and a jury, in the Superior 
Court, Chambers. They are put in evidence by the 
plaintiff on account of their similarity to certain 
plates levied upon and sold by Sheriff Reilly in 
1877. This and other china, a library of 2,850 vol- 
umes, 38 oil-paintings, porcelain dinner and tea 


sets, Vases and statuettes, silverware, music-boxes, 
laces, clocks, linen, and household articles gener: 
ally were seized by the Sheriff as the property of 
Montgomery Gibbs. Mrs. Gibbs asserts that the 
property belonged to her and not to her husband, 
and she asks the jury to give her $10,000 damages 
for its seizure and sale. The defense of the ex-Sheriff 
is deg the property belonged to the plaintiff's hus- 
and that he seized it under executions issued 
aan judgments obtained in the Marine and 8u- 
preme Courts against Montgomery Gibbs. He says 
that he satisfiea liens of Jonn H. Morrell, storage 
gy aye keeper, and of H. K. & F B. Thurber & 
for more than $2,000, and he pleads that the 
i was not begun within a year after the time 
when the original levy was made. Mrs. Sarah L, 
Wylie, who procured the first judgment and issued 
the first execution against the property in dispute, 
stands behind the ex-Sheriff as his indemnitor. 

Mr. and Mrs. Montgomery Gibbs are as well 
known in Europe as in this country, and their asso- 
ciates have been the families of some of the most 
prominent public men of the United States. In 
1874, with their two daughters, they returned from 
Europe and took the house No. 110 East Thirty- 
ninth-street, owned by Mrs, Wylie, They furnished 
the house finely with articles purchased in Europe, 
Among these were some said to have previously 
belonged to the Emperor Napoleon III. In their 
new abode the Gibbs family gave charming dinners 
and receptions, but these were finally stopped in 
December, 1876, when Mrs. Wylie dispossessed them 
fornon-payment of rent. They then went to the 
Albemarle Hotel, and, upon lJeaving there, again 
went to Europe. Early in 1877 Mrs, Wylie 
procured a juagment for $790 40 in the Marine 
Court against Gibbs, and issued an execution 
against his property. Other judgments and execu- 
tions followed in rapid succession. The Gibbs fam- 
ily while in London, England, learned of the seiz- 
ure of the Rtoperty they had_ stored in Morrell’s 
warehouse by seeing in Tum Trorks an account of 
the sale of Montgomery Gibbs’s library. In this 
library was an autograph book containing, ac- 
eording tothe testimony of a daughter o "Mrs, 
Gibbs yesterday, autograph letters of Marie An- 
toinette, Cardinal Richelieu, Mme. de Staél, and 
many other celebrated men and women. The 
same witness described tne paintings, the china, 
pnd the various costly articles of vertu included 
n the property seized by the Sheriff, and showed a 
remarkable degree of knowledge respecting the 
rarity and valueof such objects of household 
adornment, and also the possession of a keen, ac- 
tive mind. The trial of the case will go on next 
Monday.

The Union for Rights Saloon-keepers’ Asso- 
ciation met yesterday afternoon in the Germania 
Assembly Rooms.

vocates of prohibition, who, the Chairman ob- 
served, publicly advoeated prohibition and secretly 
drank to excess. The committee produced the in- 
dorsement of the Rey. Dr. Howard Crosby, who was 
in favor of abolishing the three-bed clause in the ex-

BISHOP HARE "AND 2 ‘THE REV. UR. 
HINMAN ON THE STAND. 


ONLY ONE MORE WITNESS TO BE CALLED 


IN THE HINMAN-HARE LIBEL SUIT-—-THE 
PLAINTIFF FINDS FAULT WITH THE 
RECORDS OF HIS SECOND TRIAL-——-HE 
DENIES CHARGES OF MISCONDUCT. 
Yesterday, after 23 days of hearing, an- 
nouncement was made by counsel in the Hinman- 
Hare twenty-five-thousand-dollar libel suit that 
there was but one more witness to call, Mr. Ste- 
phen Nash, fof defendant’s counsel, gave formal 
notice that he would move en Monday for a dis- 
missal of the whole complaint. Both plaintiff and 
defendant were on the witness stand again during 
the day, and the former created a sensation by 
excitedly pronouncing the record of his second 
ecclesiastical trial incomplete and incorrec!. In the 
morning the plaintiff's counsel called Nathan R. 
Hurd, who testified asto the incident at the din- 
ner-table at Santee when Bishop Here claimed 
that Mr. Hinman hadinsulted him. The Kev. Mr. 
Hinman was reealled to the stand, and was exam- 
ined by Mr. Fiske. He declared that the Bishop 
said nothing to him about the “ scandal of a trial” 
when the conversation occurred as to the charges. 
Counsel attempted to refute the statement that 
plaintiff scolded the late Rev. Mr. Hemans for talk- 
ing to the Bishop about the charges. The question 
was excluded, however. In the interview with 
the Bishop about the reported Kerbach engage- 


ment plaintiff did not use the words “ justify 
her” in reference to Miss Kerbach’s claim. The 
Bishop’s statement on this point was erroneous, 
In reference to the remarkable conversation with 
the Indian Ehnamani, witness saia that ne told the 
latter when he came to him complaining that he 
knew him to have been a leader of a revolt against 
the whites, and thathe had killed and massacred 
women and children. Witness told him he would 
have been hanged had not his friends hidden him 
away. The Indian at the time made no direct 
charge as to improper intimacy with Tipi-Dutawin, 
He simply intimated it. After the witness's reply 
to the communication, the Indian shook hands and 
left. Witness never had any corversation with 
William Saul in reference to the matter of visits to 
Tipi-Dutawin. The Bishop wrote to him once 
about the five-hundred-dollar loan, and made one 
request to the Secretary of the board about it, 
Witness wrote the Bishop a letter, which was not 
an unkind one, in which he said he would not have 
asked him for the money or taken it had he known 
it came from the Bishop himself. He understood 
the money came from the Indian Commission, 
Witness had no recollection of ever having referred 
to Miss Kerbach as ‘* a'sunshiny little German wom- 
an.’ He never told the deponent James that the 
witnesses against him (Hinman) in his trials '* were 
Indians, and it was hard to prove anything by an 
Indian.”” He met Bishop Whipple in Yankton and 
said he had done witness injustice in writing the 
letter to the Indians, calling upon them to support 
Bishop Hare, as it prejudiced his case. Bishop 
Whipple replied that he was very sorry for baying 
written itif such was the case, In reference to 
the servant incident, witness said the door of the 
room Was not shut when Miss Graves came along 
the passageway as witness came out from a con- 
versation with the servant, Lena Olsen. Witness 
never, to his knowledge, received . he pamphlet 
written by Bishop Hare from the Bishop himself. 
Mrs. Hall sent him a copy. He did not recollect 
that the initials of the Bishop, ‘* W. H, H.,’’ were 
upon it. 

John Roulllard, who madea gy | statement 
to the Bishop about witness, was, the latter teati- 
fied, a half-breed teacher, who was discharged for 
drunkenness, beating his wife, and threatening to 
shoot his father-in-law. Witness excommunicated 
him. The three catechists, whose evidence was 
now cited, treated witness kindly, friendly, and 
respectfully up to the time of his removal, and 
never made any charge against him in his presence. 
Witness never used an ag wage A expression to Mra, 
Griffin, as testified to by the deponent Kisk. Wit- 
ness met Duncan Stone at Tipi-Dutawin’s tent on 
May 6, 1876, about 7 o’clock. Others were present, 
but Tipi-Dutawin was absent at the time. Witness 
on that night did not sleep in Tipi-Dutawin’s 
tent. Stone did not take a match from 
his poeket and light it when he came 
to the tent, and witness did not have 
any conversation with Bim, as Stone deposed. 
Stone did not take him by the wrist and say, 
*“ Who are you?’ He never had any conversation 
in which witness said that he came to the tent 
when be was lonesome, aad that it was none of 
Stone's business anyhow. Witness never gave 
Stone $5, or promised him anything not to tell 
what he saw. No sueh incident ever occurred as 
testified to by Stone. Witness next said that his 
relations with the witness Riegs were never pleas- 
ant, and Riggs said that the investigations into the 
charges were ** whitewashing”’ affairs. 

Mr. Nash cross-examined Mr. Hinman in the 
afternoon. Witness said he testified in his own be- 
half at his: second ecclesiastical trial. The Tipi- 
Dutawin story was inquired into and Duncan Stone 
testified before the court. Witness was shown the 
record of his testimony, signed by himself, and re- 
plied to a question whether he found any denial of 
the charge that he had illicit intercourse with Tip!- 
Dutawin, that he could not find any such denial in 
the record. He became excited at this point and 
insisted that he should be given an opportunity to 
explain that he had denied the story in detail be- 
fore the court, and that the record was nota full 
exhibit of the questions and answers of the witness. 
He declared further that the papers shown bim 
were not in complete order, and emphatically 
stated that his signature was to a sheet of paper 
that was disconnected from the rest. The ques- 
tion put to him to answer the charge “ yes or no” 
did not peed in the record, but witness swore 
that he did specifically deny a question whether he 
had improper intercourse with the Indian girl. 

The inc Roat when Miss Kerbach came to his 
room in deshabille when he had the nightmare, the 
witness said, was in Santee. Witness did not want 
to eorrect his testimony, and say that the incident 
occurred while Miss Weat, who testified about it, 
was in Philadelphia at the Centennial. The con- 
versation with the Indian Ehnamant oecurred be 
fore witness met Duncan Stone at Tipi-Dutawin’s. 
His visit to Tipi-Dutawin’s was madein reference 
to selecting a farm on the prairie, and he wished 
to see Tipi-Dutawin's father about it. Witness 
identified a letter written by him to the Rev. R. C. 
Rogers, Secretary of the Indian Commission, on 
a 21, 1874. Referring to Bishop Hare, this letter 
said: 

“The Bishop is broken down. I fear the work is too 
hard for his strength. He works night and day and ts 
very miserable, though always lovely ana cheerful. 
He will be some time at the Eest. Do make him rest. 
His life ia invaluable to the Church and to us, He is 
more & bishop after the mind of the Great Shepherd 
than any I have ever seen. Tobe with him isa pre- 
cious privilege, andeveao to see him gives us all new 
strength.” 

Subsequently Mr. Nash proauced coples of the 
resolutions passed by the clergy in reference to 
Mr. Hinman’s removal. They were inclosed ina 
letter from William J. Cleveland stating that the 


, Bishop had te ge the subject to them for their 


approval. There were five resolutions in all. The 
first three were as follows: 

Resolved, Thatin our opinion Bishop Hare has sim- 
ply fulfilled his duty to thé Church in the action 

ich he has taken inthe case of the Rev. 8. D. Hin- 
man, and that we, the clergy pf his bps ty sus- 
tain him fullyin that action in so far as to hereby 
assure him of our approval of said action. 

Resoived, ‘That provided the Bishop can secure the 
use of the ee months’ sa} promised to the Rev. 
8. D. Hinman for the benefitof his children ana his 
own board and clothes so ely: iy | recommend that 
said salary be paid in full for the three months spec!i- 
fied, but, provided he cannot so secure it, we hereby 
sustain him in withholding the said payments. 

Resolved, That we, his brethren in the ministry, 
deeply ine} and deplore the fad case of our dear 
Brother Hinman, and earnestiy pray for him to our 
most merciful God and #aviour, to Whom alone all 
hearts are open, to give him, if guilty, slncere repeunt- 
ance. 

The two remaining resolutions provided that 
copies of the whole should be presented to the 
plaintiff and defendant and also translated and 
communicated to the Santee congregation. They 
were all dated “St. Paul's School, Yankton 
Agency, Dakota Territory, June 25, 1878." 

On his redirect examination, by ex-Recorder 
Smith, witness testified that he had answered every 
question asked him by the sogresigntionl court in 
reference to eve nyo of the Tini-Dutawin story, 
specifically den everything.

NO PROOF OF MARRIAGE.

JUDGE LARREMORE DISMISSES THE SUIT-OF 
CAROLINE MONTGOMERY. 

Judge Larremore yesterday dismissed the 
complaint in the suit of Caroline Harbeck, er 
Montgomery, for a divorce from John H. Harbeck. 
The suit was tried before him in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, about three weeks ago. The plain- 
tiff asserted that John H. Harbeck, who is a 
wealthy man, became intimate with herin 1870 and 
assisted her in her effort to procure a divorce 


from her husband, Andrew Montgomery; that he 
took her to Europe, and upon her return his law- 
er, who had been em aig g for her, told her that 
er husband was dead, and that an oral contract 
of marriage was then made between ber and Har- 
beck, and was carried into effeet, She averred 
that they lived together as man and wife until 1880, 
when he -left her and married a schoolmate of her 
sister, a Miss Kate Hammel,whom she had befriend- 
ed. ‘lo overcome the effect of proof that her 
husband, Andrew Montgomery, did_not die until 
October, 1879, she alleged that on Dec, 28, 1879, 
when she reproached him for his appsrent ‘fond: 
ness for Kate Hammel, Harbeck said to her: “ at 
are my wife in the eyes of the world ; ou have 
nothing to fear.’’ As she answered: “If you tell 
me 60, I am satisfied,’’ she pleaded that the conyer- 
sation was in effect a contract of marriage. It 
was shown on her behalf that Harbeck intro- 
duced the plaintiff everywhere as his wife, 
and that as such she became intimate 
with sou.e of the best families of this and other 
cities. Under cross-examination the plaintiff ad- 
mitted that she had led an abandoned life before 
she met Harbeck, but said that she became his wite 
because she wished to be a good woman, The tes- 
timony for the defense consisted many of ste o- 
ments of alleged admissions made by the plaiu_.if 
that she was not married to Harbeck. The strong- 
est testimony of this kind was given by William H. 
Harbeck, the father of the defendant, who swore 
that on Dec. 28, 1879, the plaintiff told him that she 
was not married to Jobn. although peopie thought 
she was, and pleaded with him to induce his son 
not to turn her’out of his house at once, as he had 
threatened to. The elder Harbeck’s testimony was 
corroborated by Mrs, Annie Reese, the sister of the 
laintiff. It is mainly upon this evidence that 
udge Larremore bases his decision. Following is 
the opinion in the case: 

‘It is not disputed that from May 15, 1871, until 
the death of plaintiff’s husband, Oct. 10, 1879, the 
parties hereto lived together ostensibly as husband 
and wife, and their subsequent cohabitation must 
be regarded as meretricious unless a marriage may 
be presumed from a mutual recognition of the 
marital relation and general reputation. Plaintiff 
avers that in the month of December, 1879, she and 
the defendant were duly married and thereafter 
cobabited as husband and wife. On the trial she 
testified that defendant, upon being upbraided by 
her for his misconduct, replied: ‘You are 
my wife forever in the eyes of the 
world; you have nothing to fear.’ To which 
she answered: 'If you tell me so,I am satistied.’ 
The language above quoted did not create any 
new obligation, but Sapna refers to an exist- 
- relation between the parties. Tne testimony 

Mr. Simon and Mr. O’Donnell js susceptible of 
the same explanation. Prior to Oct. 10, 1879, the 
plaintiff was known and recognized ‘in the 
eyes of the world’ as ‘Mrs. Harbeck,’ and 
defendant's designation ef her by that name—in 
the absence of satisfactory proof of any new rela- 
tion—would not be ineonsistent with the theory 
that their illicit intercourse had not then termi- 
nated. The same reasoning applies to the Paris let- 
terof April 26, 1880. I have not overlooked one 
noticeable feature of the trial—the defendant's sig- 
nificant silence. To the testimony of the plaintiff, 
who says that he, knowing her former career, took 
her for his wife as she then was to help her 
lead a better life, he answers not. a word. 
Nevertheless he had tke right to avail him- 
self of the strict legal rule that the plaintiff is 
bound to make out hercase. And this rule must 
be upheld if the purity of the marriage is to be 
maintained. In view of the plaintiff's acknowl- 
edged irregular life, the court must insist that the 
fact of her alleged marriage be established by un- 
questionable evidence, Cohabitation of the par- 
ties and common reputations are merely evi- 
dence of a marriage contract that may 
be rebutted by other testimony. The plain- 
tiff’'s declarations against her own interest 
cannot be ignored and must necessarily have great 
weight in the decision ot the case. She stated to 
Mr. Frobisher that she was afraid Miss Hammel 
would alienate defendant's affections and that he 
might marry her; that leaving defendant would 
disgrace her in the eyes of a great many who sup- 
posed that they were married. Consid- 
ering these facts in connection with the 
uncontradicted testimony of plaintiff's own sister 
that no such marmage as is claimed ever existed, 
and, after an examination of all the evidence, my 
conclusion is that no such convincing proof of the 
alleged marriage is made out as would entitle 
— to the relief sought. Judgment is there- 
‘ore ordered for a dismissal of the complaint.” 


MR. YATES'S TWO WIDOWS. 
Asuit for dower has been brought in the 
Supreme Court by Mra. Annie E. Yates against 
Sarah A. Yates andthe Execnators of the estate of 


the late Alonzo Yates. The plaintiff claims to be 
the lawful widow of Alonzo Yates, but he recog- 
nized the defendant, Sarah A. Yates, as his 
wife during the last nime years of his 
life. It is asserted by the plaintiff that 
in 1869 Alonzo Yates, whose wife she then was, 
began a suit foran absolute divorcee from her, but 
that she and he finally made an agreement that 
there should be a limited divorce, and that she 
should have a separate maintenance. She charges 
that through a conspiracy between her counsel, 
her husband, and the defendant, Sarah A. Yates, a 
decree of absolute divorce was entered against 
herin Onondaga County,in 1870. She asks that 
this decree chal be set aside, and that she shal! be 
declared the lawful widow of Alonzo Yates, 
and entitled to dower in his estate. The 
suit came before Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, on a motion made by the pilain- 
tiff’s attorney to preferit onthe trial calendar. 
Judge Lawrences denied the motion yesterday. He 
said that it was strange the plaintiff never moved 
to set aside the judgment of divorce until long 
after Alonzo Yates’s death, although his marriage 
with Sarah A. Yates and his cohabitation with her 
were matters of notoriety. A motion to set it 
aside was made in June last, in Onondaga County, 
and was dented. The Surrogate of that county 
also refused to accord to the plaintiff the rights 
she claims. Sheis now prosecuting in Onondaga 
County a suit for dower in property situated there. 
Judge Lawrence said, in denying the motion, yes- 
terday, that if it were proper for herto havea 
preference at all the Onondaga County suit was 
the one in which it should be obtained.

circumstances of his failure are described 
in our Washington dispatches. The mem- 
bers of the House are able to see that a 
minor official’s politics have nothing to do 
with the value of his services where they 
themselves are concerned. Why cannot 
they see the same thing in regard to all 
officials of this class, and protect the 
interest of the general public as they 
do their own? This is what would 
be the effect of the Civil Service bill 
reported on March 30 in the Senate by the 
special committee on the subject. That 
measure simply provides that a fair experi- 
ment shall be made in the larger offices of 
the Government of the plan of appoint- 
ment and promotion for proved fitness, irre 
spective of politics. It is to be hoped that 
the spirit which has led to the report of this 
bill and to the action of the House yester- 
day may be strong enough to secure some 
action for the general advantage of the tax- 
payers. 


There are apparently fifty members of the 
Assembly who are determined to do all they 


can to prevent an investigation of the WxstT- 
BROOK-WaAkRbD chapter of Manhattan. What 


these gentlemen expect to gain by staving 
off the inevitable inquiry into this matter is 
not very clear. It is useless to shut their 
eyes to the fact that the character of Judge 
WESTBROOK has been gravely compromised 
by a series of judicial acts and utterances 
which are so hopelessly inconsistent with 
each other as to be explicable on no theory 
which would not disqualify their author 
from continuing to occupy the bench of the 
Supreme Court.

est legal right. The usefulness of a Judge 
resting under such imputations as those 
which necessarily arise from this Manhattan 
scandal is, obviously, very seriously cur- 
tailed, and the respect due to the Supreme 
bench throughout the State is diminished 
by the assumption that it caft afford to let 
such a scandal rest without investigation or 
The friends of Judge West- 
BROOK are either afraid of inquiry, and 
thereby admit the damaging] nature of the 
charges against him, or they fail to see that 
the charges are serious enough to demand 
investigation, and therein reveal the very 
low standard of character and morals which 
they deem appropriate to the bench.

THE ELECTORAL COUNT. 


The Senate yesterday passed a Dill regu- 
lating the counting of the Electoral votes. 
It is the bill reported from the committee, 
and, without amendment, almost without 
discussion, it was passed without calling the 
roll. When we recall the bitter contro- 
versy, the prolonged and angry debates, the 
obstinate contention mingled with threats 
of violence to which this subject has 
given rise, such an incident as_ that 
of yesterday may be regarded with 
satisfaction and with some degree of sur- 
prise. ‘The bill is substantially the same as 
that which was introduced by Senator Ep- 
MUNDS two years ago, and that gentleman 
will learn with just satisfaction the final 
triumph in the Senate of the principles for 
which he contended so long and with such 
marked ability. The underlying principle of 
the bill is that upon which Republicans 
have happily been agreed ever since the 
question became an urgent one in the 
Autumn of 1876, viz, that each State 
should settle any doubt or dispute that 
may arise as to the Electors who are 
entitled to cast its Electoral vote. This 
was undoubtedly the purpose of the 
Constitution, which can only with violent 
straining be interpreted as conferring upon 
the houses of Congress or upon either of 
them the right to decide a dispute of this 
character. The trouble which has arisen in 
connection with the matter has had its 
origin in the difficulty of securing a practi- 
cal application of this principle in the ab- 
sence of any distinct declaratory legislation 
by Congress. 

That difficulty is removed by the Senate 
bill. It recognizes in each State the right to 
determine, prior to the meeting of the 
Electors on the second Monday in January, 
in a manner pursuant to laws existing on 
the day fixed for the appointment of the 
Electors, any controversy that may arise 
concerning the appointment of all or 
any of them. This determination, it 
will be noted, must be made in 
accordance with some pre-established 
law, and not according to any measure 
devised to meet the particular case. Once 
made in this way, the Senate bill requires 
that such determination shall be conclusive 
evidence of the lawful title of the Electors 
and shall govern in the count by. Congress. 
Should the bill become a law, as there is 
every reason to expect that it will, there will 
be ample time for any State that may now 
lack the necessary legislation for such de- 
termination to provide it. There will also be 
every inducement for such provision. If it be 
not made, the State will run the risk of dis- 
franchisement, for the bill further requires 
that where there shall be more than one set 
of Electoral votes from any State, and there 
shall be no determination of the title of the 
Electors in the manner described, only a 
concurrent vote of the two houses acting 
separately can secure the counting of either 
set of votes. This bill, therefore, does all 
that it is practicable to do to secure to the 
States the right to determine each for itself 
any dispute as to its vote. 

If there shall be a decision from more than 
one tribunal in any State purporting to be 
the tribunal entitled, under the laws of the 
State, to decide disputes as to the Electoral 
vote, then that decision shall be accepted 
which the two houses shall separately and 
concurrently decide to be made by the law- 
ful tribunal. This adds to the inducements 
held out to each State to settle any contro- 
versy conclusively, as, in case of a disputed 
State decision, the State incurs the danger of 
disfranchisement. It will thus be seen that 
everything in the Senate bill tends to 
strengthen the authority of the individual 
States, to secure its conclusive and efficient 
exercise, and to prevent any interference 
~with it by Congress or either house of Con- 
gress. The same purpose is carried out in 
the provision of the bill that in any case 

~but-one set of votes received 


from any State, it cannot be rejected except by 

the separate concurrent action of both 
houses, Unquestionably, this is on the 
whole the most practical and effective ar- 
rangement that can be made to meet the 
difficulties which can now be foreseen. It 
was so understood by Senators of both par- 
ties, as is shown by the remarks of» Mr. 
Puen and of Mr. Morean. But it is not to 
be denied that other difficulties may 
arise which this bill does not meet, 
and Mr. Morean is quite sustained 
by the facts in his assertion that 
the whole subject can only be properly 
and adequately disposed of by a constitu- 
tional amendment. The system by which 
the President and Vice-President are chosen 
is, in its entirety, an anomaly and an 
anachronism. It was not devised for the 
actual work which it has to perform, It 
was not intended to operate as it does, but 
in a manner radically different, for a wholly 
different purpose, and to carry out entirely 
different ideas. To conform the process 
to the present requirements must always be 
a difficult and delicate task, demanding at 
times a great deal of restraint, judgment, and 
unselfish patriotism in the persons intrusted 
with its administration, That we have 
got along with it so well as we have done is 
a striking proof of that practical political 
capacity which has been shown in the 
highest degree only by English-speaking 
peoples, and yet which is the absolute con- 
dition to the peaceful and safe working of 
representative institutions. 


THE PUBLIO BUILDINGS JOB. 


There seems to be no hope that the House 
of Representatives will stand in the way of 
the extravagant appropriations for public 
buildings which that so-called conservative 
body, the Senate, is disposed to rush through 
with such facility. In fact, the two houses 
appear to be running a race to see which 
shall put these hasty measures through 
with the greater rapidity. Last week 
the Senate passed seven bills in the 
space of ten minutes, without the least 
debate or consideration, the ultimate effect 
of which would be to take a large sum 
from the public Treasury. On Monday 
the House passed four others, under a sus- 
pension of the rules, providing for liberal 
expenditures in different parts of the coun- 
try. The appropriations for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors have become 4 
national scandal on account of the log- 
rolling “tactics by which they have 
been carried through. The policy of 
making desirable improvements has been 
brought into discredit on account of the in- 
discriminate way in which appropriations 
for the purpose have been combined with 
sheer jobbery intended to secure the expendi- 
ture of public money in certain Congres- 
sional districts under the pretense of making 
insignificant creeks navigable for purposes 
of local traffic. The fact that the various 
items are included in a single bill has 
heretofore been supposed to facilitate 
the extravagant jobbery of the river and 
harbor appropriations, Members from one 
part of the country have consented to help 
**improvements’”’ in which they had no 
direct interest, without inquiring into their 
merits, in order to secure favorable action up- 
on those in which their own constituents were 
concerned. Even those who were naturally 
disposed to discriminate and to resist ex-- 
travagant and useless expenditures have 
been constrained to connive at jobbery as 
the only means of securing appropriations 
for real improvements of great public im- 
portance. In this they have made a mistake, 
for a resolute stand would, in the loug run, 
have the effect of compelling discrimination, 
And it would be better to have important 
public works delayed than to open the way 
to extravagance and waste. 

But it has been discovered that log-rolling 
may be made effective without piling to- 
gether the jobs of a hundred constituencies 
in a single measure. There comes up on a 
sudden a concerted demand from all over 
the country for new public buildings. Costly 
Post Offices are wanted where heretofore the 
business of the Government has been trans- 
acted in the corner of a country store. 
New Custom-houses are called for 
where the duties scarcely pay. the cost 
of collection. Court-houses are demanded 
where Federal courts have never sat and 
have no occasion for sitting more than a few 
days inthe year. Senators and Representa- 
tives introduce the bills, fixing the cost 
of the proposed buildings at liberal 
figures. Committees send them along 
without inquiring. into the necessity for 
the buildings or the propriety of the expense 
provided for because their members have an 
interest in some of the jobs. When these 
bills come up for action a combination of 
interests carry them through as effectually 
as if they were lumped together. Thus we 
have a variation upon log-rolling in the 
strict sense, which works upon the timber 
in detail instead of dealing with it in a mass, 

This method of legislating isa disgrace 
to Congress, There is no doubt a need of 
expending money for new Government 
buildings. Every year the increased de- 
mands of the public service and the rapid 
growth of the cities of the country call for 
larger facilities for the transaction: of 
business. But» wherever large appro- 
priations are called for there is need 
of watchful attention to the purposes: 
for which they are to be made, - Careful 
discrimination should be ‘made between 
what is necessary or desirable and what is 
merely asked for. . No member of Oongress 
can be justified in voting for an appropria- 
tion without being informed as to its neces-- 
sity, and it is the business of commit- 
tees to inquire into the facts and 
enable the houses to act’ intelligently, 
The claims of sections and _ localities 
should be disregarded. No place has a 
claim for a public building which the Gov- 
ernment does not need at that place, and 
there certainly ought to be some means of 
definitely ascertaining the requirements of 
the public service in the matter of new 
buildings. If Congress cannot give proper 
attention to the matter, the Executive De- 
partment should be able to do so. 

There is one advantage in the new method 
of log-rolling. It can be met and perhaps 
defeated by the veto power. Unfortunately, 
the River and Harbor bill has to be ap- 
proved or disapproved as a whole. The 
President has not the surgical function 
which has sometimes been so successfully 
applied to miscellaneous appropriation bilis 
win thie  Sitete - aad ..capnot .. cus.ouk tha. 
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objectionable items. But these public 
building bills will come before him 
one by one, and he can at least 
give them the scrutiny which they escape in 
Congress, and compel a more careful con- 
sideration, directing public attention to 
their merits and demerits, and throwing 
upon Congress the responsibility of passing 
them by a two-thirds vote after their char- 


acter has been exposed or of letting them 
drop. It is a labor that ought not to be 
forced upon him, but there should be some- 
where a resolute resistance to the reckless 
extravagance in which Congressmen are dis- 
posed to indulge at the present session.

ANOTHER BROKEN PROMISE. 

The Senate has passed the bill to throw into 
market the lands lately occupied in Colorado 
by the Ute Indians. This tract, which com- 
prises about ten millions of acres, was once 
solemnly ceded to the White River and Un- 
compahgre Utes as a reservation. In course 
of time, Colorado became so thickly settled 
that there were frequent collisions between 
the Utes and the white people. It was thought 
to be a great shame, moreover, that a tract 
of land so extensive, rich, and capable 
of producing much wealth, should be 
left to the domination of savages. 
It did not matter that many of 
the Indians were-engaged in farming and 
stock-raising, and were attempting to live 
“like white people.” 'Ihere was only one 
auswer to all objections to a forcible re- 
moval of the Utes: ‘*‘ We want their land 
and we are bound to have it.’’ The hostil- 
ities provoked by the white settlers furnished 
fresh pretexts for the summary expulsion 
of the Utes, and it was finally agreed on the 
part of the general Government that ne- 
gotiations looking to the removal of the 
Indians should be begun. There could 
be but one _ conclusion to such 
The Indians very well 
know that when the Government begins to 
“negotiate,” it will accomplish the desired 
end as rapidly as possible. This was the re- 
sult in the Ute case. With great reluctance, 
and with many protests, the Indians agreed 
to surrender their lands. Some of our read- 
ers may remember the descriptions given of 
the scenes witnessed at the reservation when 
the expelled families left their homes. The 
women wept and embraced the ground on 
which they had been born and reared, and 
the men went away in moody silence. 


One of the arguments advanced by those 
who favored the breaking up of the reserva- 
tion was that the tribal system was the great 
hindrance to the civilization of the Indians, 
Induce the red man to settle on his own land, 
and we shall have started him on the right 
path toward an enlightened and self-sup- 
porting career. It was conveniently for- 
gotten that the attempts of the Indian to 
learn farming must needs be very feeble 
and unpromising so long as he is 
never sure from season to season where 
he will be when the next seeding-time 
comes. Itis the policy of the Government 
to keep the Indian continually moving. But, 
as if half-repentant for the heartless expul- 
sion of the Utes, and to soften the cruel blow, 
it was agreed that those members of the 
tribe who were willing to take up small lots 
of land, in severalty, should do so, and 
should have the first choice of the agri- 
cultural land inside of their former res- 
ervation, and that the Government should 
assist them in beginning life on 
their own responsibility. It will be 
remembered that the Government owed 
them several installments on their old an- 
nuities, due and unpaid. The promised 
help was not in the nature of a gratuity. 
This agreement was ratified by the last pre- 
vious Congress, and it was solemnly pro- 
vided that the lands should not be thrown 
open to general settlement until the Utes 
should have had an opportunity to settle 
themselves, Day before yesterday the Se 
ate passed the bill to open the reservation 


to everybody. 


This.is the old story. The Indians were 
beguiled into giving up their reservation on 
arious pretexts, the promise that those of 
their number who might elect to remain 
should have a chance to live on their own 
private property being one of the principal 
allurements employed. Almost as soon as the 
Government secures possession of the land it 
proceeds to violate its agreement with abso- 
lute calmness and deliberation. Lust Febru- 
ary,the Secretary of the Interiorreported that 
the removed Indians were restless and dis- 
satisfied, and that the opening of the reser- 
vation to settlement before the allotments in 
severalty were made would be unadvisable. 
But the reply of the. covetous settlers has 
been, ‘‘ We can’t wait.”” That which is un- 
known is always, magnificent, and the most 
fabulous stories are told of the enor- 
mous wealth and productiveness of the 
secluded territory. Men’s imaginations 
are inflamed by reports of beds of 
precious ore, a fertile soil, and a land cov- 
ered with timber and intersected with plen- 
teous streams, Perfidy to the Indians is a 
matter of no moment when nothing but the 
covenants of the Government stand in the 
way of possessing so fair a domain as this is 
represented to be., Even where attempts 
have been made to settle the Indians on 
farms of their own, near the exterior lines of 
the former reservation, the ‘nearest white 
settlers have objected and have demanded 
that these undesirable neighbors shall be re- 
moved. : 


There are sentimental people who, in the 
face of facts like these, pretend to think that 
the-true solution of the Indian problem Is to be 
found in educating the Indian children and 
‘giving the mature people an opportunity to 
support.themselves on their own lands. This 
is impossible, simply for the. reason that 
there is no cultivableland anywhere within 
the limits of the United States on which the 
Indian will be permitted to live in peace. 
The policy of the Government toward the 
Indians, ever since we have had a Govern- 
ment, has been to compel the Indians to 
move on. This policy is compelled by the 
public opinion that prevails in the regions 
nearest to the haunts of the red men. That 
opinion is a constant pressure which the 
Government can not and does not resist. It 
is idle to talk of education and a veneer of 
civilization for human beings who are 
doomed to be wanderers on the face of the 
earth. In theory, the white man desires 
that the Indian shall lay aside his savage 
ways and live like a reasonable and reason- 
ing creature. In practice the Indian is 

denied hy the white man the slihtest op~ 


portunity to redeem himself and to establish 
himself in the arts of peace. 


FARMERS AND FOXES. 


The Long Island farmers recently held a 
meeting to take measures to protect them- 
selves—as they phrase it—against fox-hunt- 
ers, They decided that, inasmuch as fox- 
hunting is injurious to agriculture and the 
local cats, they would hereafter prosecute 


every fox-hunter for trespass who should 
ride over their land. 


Truly the way of the American fox- 
hunter is hard. He wants to kunt foxesand 
to hunt them in the true English way, but 
nature and the farmers place almost insuper- 
able obstacles in his way. He is compelled 
to substitute the anise-seed bag for the fox, 
and instead of having the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the ‘‘ lower classes’ in demolishing 
their fences and vegetables he is met with 
gibes and bad language and lawsuits. 

The pleasures of American fox-hunting 
are mainly social. Around the dinner-table 
the bold hunters tell delightful stories of 
their fox-hunting exploits when visiting emi- 
nent British noblemen. Tompkyns rehearses 
the tale of the immense yellow fox which he 
followed in company with the Norfolk 
hounds from near Yarmouth straight across 
Engiand to Bristol Channel without ever 
pulling up his horse. He describes the 
long run through the New Forest, 
where the hounds lost the scent be- 
cause the fox took to the trees and 
sprang from one branch to another forty feet 
above the heads of the huntsmen, thus cross- 
ing nearly the whole of a British county. 
His finest effort is his picture of the fox 
as the animal turned at bay on the sea- 
shore and killed seven hounds besides severe- 
ly wounding Lord Bloates before he was 
finally shot by the master of the hunt. 
Tales like this stirthe blood of the veteran 
hunter of anise-seed bags and give to him 
what is the chief pleasure of his fox-hunt- 
ing days. 

lt is not our fox-hunters’ fault that there 
are virtuallyno foxes on LongIsland. They 
have tried to remedy this defect, but with- 
out avail, The last imported fox that was 
taken to the *‘meet” and let out of a bag 
did not conduct himself creditably. He 
ought to have started off at the top of 
his speed instead of sitting down on his 
haunches and panting in an imbecile way, 
and it was the height of vulgarity and low- 
breeding in him to play with the hounds in- 
stead of being afraid of them. Had this 
miserable fox had any self-respect he would 
not have lain down on his back with his 
four feet in the air when the huntsmen in- 
timated to him with whips that he ought to 
get up and run, and his final exploit of 
springing into alady’slap and beseeching 
her protection completed his disgrace and 
checked the custom of trying to hunt im- 
ported foxes. 

It was possible, by ‘‘ making believe a 
good deal,” for the fox-bunters to enjoy a 
ride after an anise-seed bag, but now the 
churlish conduct of the farmers bids fair to 
stop even this simple sport. The farmers 
claim that to have their fences ridden down, 
their land plowed up by the heads of fallen 
horsemen, and their vegetables trampled under 
the feet of horses, does not.meet their views. 
In all probability they have greatly exag-: 
gerated the injuries which they suffer from 
fox-hunting. Take the item of fences, It 
is understood that a few hours before the 
hunt the master of the hounds has the up- 
per rails of all fences which are to be 
jumped removed and that as soon as the 
hunt has passed he causes the rails to be tTe- 
placed. Thus, it seldom happens that a 
fence is knocked down by a horse, and it is 
not clear that the farmers sustain any injury 
worth mentioning from this source. It is 
true that a good deal of land is plowed 
up by the heads of huntsmen who have been 
thrown, but it does not follow that any 
large amount of damage is inflicted in this 
way. Ofcourse, when a hunter plows up 
ten feet of a strawberry-bed he injures it to 
some extent, but as an offset to this we may 
cite the benefit which arises from his fre- 
quent stirring of the soil of grass and po- 
tato fields. We would probably be justified 
in deciding that the good thus done by the 
fox-hunter fully balances his occasional de- 
struction of strawberry and celery beds, and 
were the farmers to look at the matter with- 
out prejudice they would be compelled to 
admit this to be true. 

That damage is sometimes inflicted by the 
hounds upon, and in connection with, local 
cats must, however, be conceded.’ . Desirous 
as the Long Island fox-hound is of catching 
the anise-seed bag, he cannot resist. the temp- 
tation of a eat. When the pack swoops by 
a farm-house and the family cat exposes her- 
self to view, the hounds instantly rush upon 
her. The cat, instead of taking to the open, 
usually rushes into the garden and through 
one of the windows of the farm-house, and 
as the hounds invariably follow her until 
they kill ner under the sofa or on the sew- 
ing-machine, the nerves of the farmer’s wife 
and daughters sustain a painful shock. 

This cat feature of Long Island fox-hunt- 
ing is the one thing which the farmers can- 
not overlook. In this matter they un- 
doubtedly have right on their side, and 
unless the fox-hunters can employ some 
new kind of dog, with a profound indiffer- 
ence to cats, they will doubtless be compelled 
to abandon their favorite sport. 


Somebody is being humbugged in this 
much-muddled business of the lrish-Ameri- 
ean suspects, The American people are 
much too serious-minded to look’for a joke 
or quackery in the solemn outgivings of the 
State Department, and when Secretary Fre- 
LINGHUYSEX announced to the President that 
the department had been engaged in “ ne- 
gotiations of the most friendly character” 
with the British Foreign Office, and that all 
but three of the appellants for American 
protection had been released, the public 
naturally inferred that the releases were 
the fruit and consequence of the ne- 
gotiations, and the Government and 
its representative at London were com- 
plimented for the tact and good’ sense 
with which the delicate matter had been 
arranged. Meanwhile a dense cloud of ig- 
norance had apparently settled over Eng- 


‘land. It was thickest in the neighborhood 


of Westminster, where Irish news is com- 
monly published to the world some- 
what in advance of its reception 
in Omaha and San Antonio. Mr. Guap- 
‘srosm and Lord Grawviuus, sadly behind 


spect to their facilities for knowing what is 
going on in Ireland, had evidently heard 
nothing about the brilliant success of our 
‘friendly negotiations,” When the three- 
days-old news is cabled over from New- 
York, the British Government rubs its 
eyes in amazement, but finally re- 
members that among a lot of  use- 


less suspects turned out in the ordinary 
course of its jail business a few days ago 
were some who claimed American citizen- 
ship. Is it through fond delusion or an 
astuteness akin to craft that our unquestion- 
ably able State Department assumes the 
credit of this act of unconscious deference 
on the part of her Majesty’s Government? 


American commerce with the South African 
colonies is reported to be ina flourishing condi- 
tion and to have shown a very gratifying increase 
during the past two years. These colonies com- 
prise Cape Town, Mosel Bay, Port Elizabeth, East 
London, Natal, and Zanzibar, and are British pos- 
sessions, The importations therefrom have tripled 
during the last two years, and a kindred increase 
is exhibited by the Custom-house statistics-of the 
exportations thither. Sea Captains, who base 
their opinions upon many years of experience, say 
that the American trade has sufficiently developed 
within two years’ time to cali for the estab- 
lishment of a regular line of packets between 
this port and the colonies, which is a 
striking evidence of progress when it is remem- 
bered that as late as 1877 ships went to the Cape 
only when specially chartered. American imports 
are chiefly confined to wool, ivory, feathers, and 
wine. The latter comes principally from Cape 
Town, which has been an extensive wine-growing 
district for years. The varieties of the wine are 
Pentak, sherry, and Constantia, the latter being 
somewhat of a novelty in America, although well 
known and liked in England. The eolony wool 
product ‘is ranked with that obtained from the 
Australian colonies, and commands quite as good 
a price. Vessels coming to America bring carzoes 
of the colonial produce at rates averaging 40s. per 
ton. The present prosperity of these places has 
beon attributed to the discovery of diamond fields 
some time ago and to the more recen’ unearthing 
of the Leydenburg and Pretoria gold fields, these 
latter mines equaling in richness of mineral some 
of the prominent Australian mines. The announce- 
ment of these discoveries had the usual result of 
drawing forth a strong tide of immigration, and 
prosperity now reigns, labor:being abundant at 
wages ranging as high asin this City. The steady 
inter-trade is set forth by the statistics.as follows: 
Imports—1879, $864,796; 1880, $1,696.884; 1881; $2,505,- 
904; exports—1879, $2,894,507; 1880, $2,822,178; 1881, 
$2,168,076. 


No stronger protest has been made against 
the lawlessness sanctioned by the Land League in 
IreJand than that which has just been administered 
by Mr. P. J. Swyrue, senior member of Parliament 
for Tipperary. He has been censured by the Tip- 
perary Town Commissioners for having voted with 
the Government against an amendment to the 
cléture. In reply he tells his censurers “ if they are 
not lost to every sense of human feeling, to weep 
for aland reduced to a condition of savagery.” 
There is no other Irish member whose opinions 
have the force of Mr. Suyruz’s. He is now on the 
verge of being an octogenarian. He was a mem- 
ber of the °48 party, and has ever since held 
extreme views as a nationalist. At the last 
election he was so far ahead of the Par- 
nellites and Shaw Home Rulers that he 
considered it taking steps backward to get 
into line with their platforms. In a speech 
at Thurles in which he aecepted Jonn Dittox as a 
colleague in the representation of the county, he 
gave it to be distinctly understood that Home Rule 
was only the entering wedge in splitting the bond 
which united England and Ireland, and that it-re- 
quired something stronger in order to restore Irish 
nationality. “I will help you now,” said he, “ to 
lop off the branches of the upas tree of English 
Government in Ireland, but you must help me af- 
terward to tear it from the roots.” Mr. Suyruez is 
too old to be accused of currying favor with Mr. 
GLapsTone to secure a Colonial Governorship. The 
only inference, therefore, which can be drawn 
from his present attitude is that he is thoroughly 
disgusted with what he calls “the league of hell, 
which has brought all this ruin and shame upon 
our nation.” If Mr. Sayras stood alone in his 
condemnation of the terrible outrages which have 
lately been perpetrated, the Parnellites might be 
able to refer to his denunciations as the ravings of 
anold man. It so happens that he is in company 
with several Irish members who were elected as 
followers of Parner, and who have gone over to 
the Government side in the honest belief that it 
had done its best to reach the true grievances.of 
Ireland, and that its measures are not receiving a 
fair trial.

The pork-packers of the West are evidently 
not very deeply concerned as to the‘ question 
whether the action of various European Govern- 
ments practically prohibiting the introduction of 
American pork, and particularly that of ham and 
sausages, is revoked or not; and, curiously enough, . 
although of permanent scientific interest, the 
recent European literature of the subject has at- 
tracted but little attention from the Western press. 
This is the more singniar in that the discussion has 
taken the form-of an inquiry whether the infectton 
of hogs with the Trichina spiraiis is more prevalent 
n the United States than in Europe; if so, to what. 
extent; and can its spread be prevented by legis- 
lative interference. For the last two years these 
questions have engaged the services of some of the 
most careful microscopists, medical men, and vet- 
erinary inspectors in France and Germany, and 
the conclusion that seems to have followed their 
inquiries, both experimental anda observational, 
may be expressed in a single sentence, namely,. 
that, while the ratio per 1,000 of infected animals. 
in this country is greater than it is in France, Ger- 
many, Austria, Russia, Denmark, Sweden, Spain, 
Italy, and European Turkey, the disease ts a com- 
mon one in all these countries, and one that no 
prohtbitory measures can exclude; since it pre- 
yails everywhere among hogs of native breed, in 
the remotest agricultural districts as well as near 
great centres of pupulation, and is evidently not 
of foreign origin. So far as observation*has gone, 
the proportion of infected hogs appears to be 
smallerin France than anywhere else; but the earli- 
est records of the disease arising from theconsump- 
tion of trichinous pork even in that favored coun-. 
try show that the first cases occurred in remote: 
country districts, not in centres of pepulation, 
where its origin from imported hams-or sausages 
might be fairlyinferred. The history of the disease 
in England, Spain, Sweden, Italy, and Russia illus- 
trates the same hypothesis: that of an indigenous 
origin from native pork. Careful observation has 
also disclosed the fact that-the parasites producing 
the infection are not confined to hogs, and that in- 
fected pork is not probably the principal agent in, 
their-distribution. It has been-discovered that, in, 
Paris and Vienna at least, rats are subject to tri-. 
chinous infection, not-occasionally, in such a man-. 
ner as would lead to the supposition that the pres-. 
ence of the parasites may be due to nibbling pork, , 
but so generally as to invoive the impression of a, 
spontaneous origin. It is stated, furthermore, by, 
those who have fully investigated this aspect of. 
the subject, that these household pests have 
no doubt been among the principal-agents in the 
spread of trichinons parasites from one country to 
another. Such being the case, and the universal 
prevalenee of the infection In various tribes of the 
inferior animals being an established fact, the pol- 
foy and-wisdom of prohibitory legislation are not 
very apparent, experience and observation alike 
having shown that infection is not to be avoided 
by such prohibitory measures as have been adopted 
in France and in parts of Germany, while, on the 
other hand, abundant experiments have proved 
that thorough cookery of the meat is the only 
available preventive. The Belgian Government 
acted upon these principles some time ago, and 
the result of the report of the Belgian Academy on 
the subject, followed by a prompt official recom- 
mendation to thorough cookery, has been that no 
ease of trichinosis has been recorded for years in 
Beigian centres of population. 
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_ The Paris Figaro published'some days ago 
several articles apropos of the Goethe centenary. 
Among these was an extract from M. Barngy 
D'AUREVILLY'S study of the German poet. M. 
p’Aursrmay’s opinion of Gorras will 
many Teaders. If it should seem to be paradox! 
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and original. The Frenchman has no very deep 
regard or admiration for the celebrated German. 
He is not afraid to declare that-Gowrns {s neither 
a great dramatic poet, nor a great lyrical poet, nor 


grace of “ce diable d¢ Votramn.” Heis dry and 
pedantic, “It is,” he writes, “something worthy 
of remark that a man who desired to pass, as I 
have said, through all the categories of the buman 
mind, should have as little abundanee as Gorran 
has, and should have left, after eighty-four years 
of life, only ten volumes.” The critie points out 
that Goxruz asserted that “writing is an abuse of 
language,” and that “ he loved nelthberthe ancients 
nor history, because one could not see history.” It 
is well known that Gozras pretended to place the 
languago of the eye (drawing and painting) 
above that of words; and this is what mM. 
D’AURBVILLY means when he calls Gorrnz 
the “slave of a single organ.’ Referring 
to the celebrated “Swiss Journey,” the French 
critic makes this not altogether untruthful com: 
ment: “ You willnever find here the great land- 
soape-painter in the manner of CHATEAUBRIAND, 
BERNARDIN DH St. Pieeree, and Mavusicz ps 
Gurr. * * * The eye of Gorrnuz, of this 
man made so as to understand only what 
he saw, was not made in its turn to per- 
celye anything save what was small.” In 
other words, the horizon and its immensi« 
ties were less to his imagination than the 
organism of an insect. “ When he looks upon the 
sea for the first time at Venice, you expect from 
him-the great cry of a poet. But he says, indeed, 
tranquilly: ‘The sea is a grand spectacle,’ and 
forthwith he consecrates a page to crabs and 
shells.” Our French critic goes on to say, with fine 
Gallic freedom of speech, which has a strange look 
when one reflects that ft is suggested by one of the 
most industriously hero-worshiped men of the-cen- 
tury: “ In the midst of all my disdain for Gorruz, 
for this many-faced, false great man, cut out oo 
tagonally like apalace by a fantastie criticism, I 
have said that I shall remain just, and I shall be 
just in recognizing that in matters of art he aros¢ 
at times above his original mediocrity.” 
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THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON, 

“ The performance of Verdi’s “ Ernani’’, for 
the fifteenth night of the subscsiption took place 
last evening at the Academy. The representation 
was, on the whole, a fairly good one, thongh it was 
received with such extravagant demonstrations of 
approval that it may seem akin to heresy not to 
speak in warmer terms of it. The opera is one 
that demands the greatest skill-in the legitimate 
Italian school of singing, dramatic ability, and 
powerful, well-trained voices. These. requirements, 
it might as well be said first as last, were not met 
last night on the part of all the prinolpals, but Sig- 
nor Arditi is so thoroughly a master of Italian 
opera, and exercises such perfect control over hig 
fine orchestra and chorus, that faults which 
otherwise might be severely criticised were 
atoned for. Mile. Rossini’s Elvira fell short 
of the expectation excited by her appearance in 
other characters. Her “Ernani! Involami” and 
“Tutto Sprezzo,” in the first act were disappoint- 
ing by reason of a thinness of tone and absence of 
breadth in theirdelivery. In the duo with the 
tenor, “ Ah, Morir Potessi,”"in the second act, she 
appeared to better advantage, and she im. 
proved as she proceeded in the opera. 
Signor Ravelli was in good voice, and 
was much applauded. The artistio suecesses 
were the Don Carios-of Signor Del Puente and the 
Silva of Signor Novara. Both of these rdles are 
tests of ability. Signor Del Puente was twice 
recalled after singing “Oh de verd’ anni mici,* 
but he had the good taste to refuse to re 
peat the aria. He sang superbly “Oh som- 
mo. Carlo,” and ~ was efficiently sustained 
by all the other artists and tho chorus. 
The applause which followed the termination of the 
third act was something phenomenal. Signor No« 
vara gave a finished performance of the familiaz 
aria, “ Infelice,” and he was.foreed to repead 
it. Throughout the evening, he gave dig, 
nity and character to the* ensemble, and 
added to the reputation he has already 


“made of being a basso to be relied upon!

The trou 
ble has generally come from Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg, as combined central forces united 
with ‘‘Rottenboronugh” representatives from 
minority counties, I have seen it over and over 
again in Legislatures and conventions. With 
such forces combined and skillfully generaled 
the country has ever been overpowered or 
used, and must be until honest and 
good men everywhere combine. Then they can 
make short work of all who stand in their way. 
But this involves a change of leadership, if not of 
a'l leaders. We are in process of reconstruction, 
and must not forget that there can be 
no leaders without followers. Such a change 
of front in the face of a weil-disci- 
plined adversary is a very dangerovs feat. 
Still, when the time comes, as in this case, it is 
a necessary evolution, and it will go on of 
its own foree, whatever its fledgling may 
be, ringed, streaked, or speckled. Therefore, I 
conclude that a change of leaders is now inevi- 
table, or a change in the spirit and action 
of those who remain. This has bees 
my expectation for years. My advice has 
been consistent with this view from the first. I 
am sorry that ft has not been respected more 
than it appears to me to have been. But too 
much should not be expected from men grown 
rigid in practice upon a different line of thought. 
I do not believe in the political methods too 
much and too long practiced in our State. The 
eople generally do not. I have opposed them 
rom my first entrance Into legislative life, and 
shall continue to doso. But I must do this in ways 
which I deem to be faithful to my obligations and 
my duty to the Repubiican Party. I shall be 
condemned, of course, on the one side 
or the other, and probably somewhat on both 
sides. I expected this from the first, 
for] know that my election was but a truce be- 
tween ‘‘opposing and enduring parties,” one of 
which, founded in conscience and right, lea by su- 
perior intellect, would be master in this process of 
reconstruction. It wasa natural against an arti- 
ficial aristoeracy. These forcesare still extant and 
active; therefore strife and friction are inevitable. 
Now, what do you propose fora remedy? What 
would you have me do? Iam willing to do any- 
thing I can to unite and strengthen ths Repub- 
lican Party for the work which lies before 
it. Its principles must be adhered to. The rights 
and interests of men and capital demand this; the 
higher work of the new Republic in many things 
requires it. The spirit of that party will not 
die. It may be incorporated anew, but the soul 
‘goes marching on.” The principal dangers, 
then, which lie along the way of this 
new Geparture are material, and they threaten 
the tart, the currency, the even tenor of trade 
and the encouragement of commerce abroad. 
These will suffer while we cross this stream unless 
we make sure of our footing in passing. 
What we now need is a representative conven- 
tion, with a will and a mind of _ its 
own—a body of men who will reflect 
the sentiment of the localities they represent; 
who shall confer, deliberate, and decide what is 
for the best—the men for the front-and as to meas- 
ures for their guidance in office. The work of 
such a convention would be_ ratified at 
the polls; that of one met only to indorse what has 
been decreed in a spirit of dictation will not 
be. In my judgment, at the next elec- 
tion we should find a common ground upon 
which we can all stand in behalf of the cause we 
love. Why not? There are plenty of good men on 
both sides in your city. Why can you not 
invite a meeting of such, first afew in quiet and 
later more, andso carry your delegate elections 
for gocd men who have the confidence of 
both sides. There must be a multiple for each 
side. It must be found sooner or later, and 
the sooner the better for all. I think 
the men who have run things in your city 
see now that rest is good for them. If 
aot, still there can be such conference and 
union of those who will “join to guard what 
each desires to gain.” I hope such an effort 
will be made. For myself, am willing and 
the people would be willing, to lay aside all per- 
sonal preferences as against the advice of such a 
convention. This letter is quite unsatisfactory, 
but is the best Icandonow.

POSTAL CLERKS AS CITIZENS. 


—_—_—— —————— 
THE DEPARTMENT DECIDES THAT THEY MAY 


HOLD OFFICES AND HAVE ALL THE 
RIGHTS OF CITIZENS. 


Wasuinaton, April 6.—First Assistant 
Postmaster-General Hatton has written to the 
Postmaster at Cincinnati in reply to a question re- 
garding the eligibility of postal clerks and other 
employes to local municipal offices. The sections 
of the Postal Regulations referred to are the order 
of President Grant forbidding the holding of such 
positions by Federal officers and the civil service 
order of President Hayes relative to the partici- 
pation of Federal officers in campaign and other 
political work. The following 1s the letter:

Fimsr AssistTaNt PosTMASTER-GENBRAL, 
WasnuinetTon, D. C., April 5. 
8S. A, Whitfield, Postmaster, Cincinnati, Ohio; 

Sim: Your letter of 22d ult. has been duly con- 
sidered. The inquiry in regard to whether the ex- 
ecutive orders (pages 821 and 823 P. L. and Reg., 
1879) include employes of Post Offices is answered 
in the negative, unless the employment interferes 
with the efficient discharge of their duties 
in the Post Office. A Post Office clerk may 
under this limitation accept the office of 
Alderman. In regard to the provisions of the order 
relative to the “participation in political oam- 
paigns,’’ so far as they are igs ony nese to Postmas- 
ters and other employes of the department, I de- 
sire to say: The fact thata citizen is deemed 
worthy and competent to fill a public station 
should not, in my judgment, deprive him of any of 
his rights asa citizen so long as he does not neg- 
lect the duties intrusted to him. I believe ‘it the 
right of every man to use his best efforts to 
promote, by all proper means, the success 
of all public and political measures’ that 
will, in his judgment, be beneficial to his country. 
Earnestness in the discharge of their duties as cit- 
izens should not involve offensiveness on the part 
of public servants. On this subject let me quete 
from the letter of Gen. Arthur in accepting the 
nomination tendered him by the Republican Con- 
vention at Chicago. His language is peculiarly =f 
plicable to the inquiry you make. He says: “I will 
add that by the acceptance of public office, 
whether high or low, one does not, in my judg- 
ment, escape any of his responsibilities as a 
citizen or lose or impair any of his rights asa citi- 
zen, and that he shouid erjoy absolute liberty to 
think and speak and act in political matters ac- 
cording to his own will and conscience, provided 
only that he honorably, faithfully, and fully ais- 
charge all his official duties."" Within the limit in- 
dicated the public officer is a free man, sociall 
and politically, with a man’s duties and responsi- 
bilities to answer for.

OBITUARY. 


FREDERICK WILLIAM KUCKEN. 

A London dispatch announces the death of 
Frederick William Kiicken, the German composer, 
in the seventy-second yearof his age. Kiicken was 
born in Bleenede, Hanover, Nov. 10. 1810, and was 
devoted to music from his earliest youth. Some of 
his military marches, composed when a mere boy, 
attracted the attention of the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenberg-Schwerin, and at the age of 19 he was 


made Professor of Music to the hereditary Prince, 
whom he accompanied to Berlin. Here he studied 
under Rombash, and wrote and published his first 
opera, ** The Flight to Switzerland,” which was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm throughout Ger- 
many. After spending some time at the Court of 
the King of Hanover he visited Vienna, and in that 
city his ballads began to attract attention. 
In 1843 he went to Paris. where he re- 
mained three years, studying under Halévy, 
and composed an opera called “The Pre- 
tender” and several romances, to six 
of which Henry Heine furnished the words. In 
1848 Klicken was awarded the first prize at several 
German Philharmonic soeieties, and in 1852 he ob- 
tained the three prizes for song musie offered at 
the Antwerp musical féte. In 1851 he was ap- 
eenagey Kapell-Meister to the King of Wurtem- 
urg, & position which he held until 1861, when he 
retired to Schwerin. Among his compositions, in 
addition to operas, may be mentioned five sonatas 
for piano and violin and 120 songs and ballads. 
Among the latter, “Trab-Trab,”’ ‘“‘The Maid of 
Judah,” “The Swallows,” and a few others be- 
came popular outside of Germany.

PIERRE LE PLAY. 

A dispatch from London announces the 
death yesterday of Pierre Guillaume Frederick 
Le Play, a distinguished French engineer 
and writer upon scientific subjects. M. 
Le Play was born in Honfleur, April 
11, 1806. In 1825 he became a’student in the Poly- 
technic Institute, Later on he entered the depart- 
ment of mining engineering, and pursued the 
different courses until he became a chief 


engineer of the first class. After finishing his 
studies M. Le Play contributed a number of 
papers to various scientific journals, which 
attracted considerable attention and helped 
to secure for him a _ Professorship in the 
School of Mines, where he was put in charge 
of the inspection of studies. In 1853 he 
was appointed a Commissioner-General of the 
Imperial Commission which had charge of the 
preparations for the French Industrial Exposition 
of 1855. He became President of the commission, 
and performed the arduous and important duties 
of that position so well that he _ received 
the title of Counsellor of State in Decem- 
ber, 1855. At the London Exposition « of 
1862 M. Le Play attended as the representative 
of the French Government. Five years later 
he presided at the opening of the Universal Exposi- 
tion of 1867. In December of that year he was 
made a Senator. M. Le Piay received many deco- 
rations as a member of foreign orders. nm the 
15th of December, 1855, he became a commander of 
the Legion of Honor, of which he was made a 
grand officer in June, 1867. He wasthe author of 
a large number of seientific works and memoirs.

From the Scotch census of 1881 it appears 
that of the total population of 3,735,536 those who 
speak Gaelic number 231,602. There are eight 
registration districts in the entire country, and of 
these that in which reside the greatest propor- 
tionate number who speak Gaelic is the north- 
western, where 117,214 out of the total 165,866 
speak it. That in which the least number reside is 
the southern, In which the proportion is 81 ina 
total of 209,477. Of counties, the three greatest 
Gaelic-speaking ones are Inverness, with 60,447; 
Ross and Cromarty, with 56,767, and Argyll, with 
50,118; the three least are Peebles, with 8; Selkirk, 
with 8, and Kirkcudbright, with 11. 


Mr. John J. Jones, a member of the London 
School Board, who has already beeome known for 
his efforts to ald British immigrants In finding em- 
pleyment in America, has recently taken a note- 
worthy step forward inthis good work. He visited 
this country and Canada during the past year for 
the express purpose of arranging for an immediate 
employment of emigrants after they are landed, 
and his success was considerable, He is now able 
to give this aid to about 400 persons, and during 
the year expects to find work for between 1,000 
and2,000. He will sail from Liverpool! late in April 
for Canada with his first party, and in June ex- 
pects to take ont another. 


On a recent day the number of persons who 
went to the Zoological Gardens in London to see 
Jumbo before he took his departure for the Ameri- 
can shores reached the unprecedented figure of 
18,000. When brought out of his house he was im- 
mediately besieged byatremendous crowd eager 
foraride, Presents still arrived for him, among 
them being a box of snuff, some cigars, six dozen 
oysters, and three boxes of liver pills. A woman 
entered his house on a previous day and was seen 
actually to kneel down before Jumbo and pray 
that the “ national disgrace” of his removal might 
be averted, while another woman arrived at 6 in 
the morning inacab from Woolwich with some 
grapes for him ina basket. He ate the grapes— 
and, much to the chagrinof its owner, the basket 
too. 


Lord Beaconsfield’s engravings and etchings 
were sold at auction in London a fortnight ago, 
and, like his books and household articles, brought 
only moderate prices. An exception to the rule 
was a singularly complete collection of Blake's 
illustrations, which fell at good prices. The first 
lot was the “ Songs of Innocence” (29 Jeaves) and 
the “* Songs of Experience,” (21 leaves,) which were 
put up at $25, and advanced before they were 
knocked down to the high price of $425. The

DISSATISFIED LABORING MEN. 
SHIP-CALKERS STRIKE AT CLEVELAND—RE- 
DUCTION AT THE HARMONY MILLS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 6.—Seventy-five 
ship-calkers to-day struck for $8 in place of the 
$2 25 and $2 50 which they have been receiving. 
Not getting it they quit work. Ship-building is 
practically at a stand-still. 

Troy, N. Y., April 6.—Much excitement 
prevails in Cohoes over a notice of 10 per cent. re- 
duction in wages posted to-day in the Harmony 
Mills. The employes claim that they have been 


discussing for a month a proposed demand for an 
increase of wages, and that the notice was posted 
to head off the demand. The employers say that 
they are paying more for the same class of work 
than mills in Lowell, North Adams, and other man- 
ufacturing places, and attribute the reduction to 
the over-production and low hymen The mills are 
running, but the employes will meet to-night to de- 
cide on further action. The reduction affects 5,000 
persons, on whom 10,000 depend for support. 


Toronto, Ontario, April 6.—Five hundred 
carpenters, 300 female shoe operatives, and all the 
laborers employed at the Grand: Trunk freight 
sheds here are on strike for highér wages. The 
cigar-makers and painters have given their employ- 
ers notice that they will strike unless their wages 
are increased. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—The laborers em- 
ployed in Whitney Brothers’ glass manufactories 
at Glassboro, N, J., have struck for payment in 
cash, instead of corner by the firm’s notes. The 
men claim that they are obliged by the present ar- 
rangement to buy their provisions at Whitney 
Brothers’ store at a much higher price than they 
would pay for them elsewhere, and are compelled 
to take goods in part payment of their wages. Ail 
work has stopped at the manufactories, causing 
serious loss to the firm, Several hundred men are 
engaged in the strike. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., April 6.—A meeting of 
the, weavers of the several mills in this city was 
held this afterneon for the purpose of forming a 
union. One hundred applications for membership 
have already been made. Resolutions were adopted 
to the effect that a union be formed composed of 
all the weavers in the Lawrence mills. It was 
voted that a meeting be held Saturday evening 
next to choose officers and form an organization. 


Derroit, Mich., April 6.—The men at work 
fer the Muskegon Boom Company struck to-day 
for $2 per day and 10 hours to constitute a day’s 
work, The company conceded the hours, but 
would ofter only $1 75 perday. The men not agree- 
ing to these terms, the company shut down for 380 
days. In the meantime the mills must remain idle, 
as they have no logs on hand.

THE MURDERED OUTLAW. 
THE FORD BROTHERS IN JAIL-——THE FUNERAL 
OF JESSE JAMES, 
Sr. Lovrs, April 6,—Dispatches frem the 
West say that Capt. Ford, brother of Bob 
and Charlie Ford, was in St. Joseph to- 
day accompanied by attorneys, and had 
an interview in jail with his brothers, 


but the nature of it is not known. The body of 
Wood Hite, brother of Clarence Hite, sowin the 
penitentiary for participation in the Winston 
train robbery, has been found near Richmond, 
and an inquest is now being held. It 
has been understood that Dick Little 
killed Hite, but it is now _ believed 
that Bob Ford was also eoncerned in the murder. 
Hite was shot through the head and was buried by 
Bob Ford and Dick Little in a spring near the Ford 
farm, It isnot unlikely that both Little and Bob 
Fora will be arrested for the murder. 

A dispatch from Kearney, Mo., near which town 
is the home of Mrs, Samuels, the mother of Jesse 
James, says the train bearing the body of 
the bandit arrived at that place about 
1 o'clock. this morning, having been detained 
at Cameron. Mrs. Samuels could not restrain 
her feelings, and talked a great deal about the 
margner in which her son was killed. She said: 
“I knew it had to come, but my dear boy Jesse is 
better off in heaven to-day than he would 
be here with us.” Friends flocked around, and 
the party went directly to the Kearney Hotel, 
where Dr. Samuels met them. The body was 
taken to his office, the coffin opened, and the 
crowd admitted to view the body. Mrs. Samuels and 
Jesse’s widow entered with the children at2A. M. 
The scene was terrible, There were shrieks, moans, 
and curses. Luther James, Johnnie Mims, Dr. 
Samuels, and friends tried to get the old lady away 
from the body, but before she and Mrs. James got 
to bed all the friends present had viewed the 
body and identified it as that of Jesse 
James, Sam Kaufman, a_ notorious § des- 
perado, and party arrived this morning and 
viewed the body. He was telegraphed for by 
Luther James, a cousin of the dead man, 
The funeral party left the hotel at 2:10 P. M. 
First came the wagon with the body, then the 
family, followed by mounted officers. A large 
crowd on horseback, in wagons, and on foot 
followed. The pall-bearers were Sheriff Timber- 
lake, Deputy Sheriff Reed, Charlie Scott, 
J. B. Henderson, J. D, Ford, Benjamin Flanders, 
and James Vaughan. On the hill around the 
church was alarge crowd. At the door of the 
chureh the Rev. Mr. Martin met the mourners, 
After the body was carried into the church the ser- 
vices began with the singing of the hymn, “* What 
a Friend I have in Jesus."" The Rev. Mr. Jones 
followed in prayer, and then the hymn, 
“Where shall Rest be Found?’ was sung, 
The Rev. Mr. Martin then delivered the funeral 
sermon, in which the speaker dwelt on Christ’s 
forbearance and willingness to forgive. At the 
conclusion of the address the procession started 
for the farm in the same order in whichit had 
gone from the hotel te the church. It was followed 


by a large crowd.

THE WESTERN GRAIN MARKETS. 
THROUGH FREIGHT RATES VERY LOW—THE 
SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 

CHicaco, April 6.—Through freight rates 
from Chicago to Liverpool were phenomenally low 
to-day. Through rates to Liverpool were lower, 
very much lower—just how low no one would say, 
but it was hinted that there was not much differ- 
ence between Chicago and Toledo, and that 18 
cents per 100 pounds from Toledo to Liverpool was 
about the figure, The weakening was chiefly on 
ocean, which was offered on Gospel terms— 
‘without money.” Ocean room has ere this been 
offered free to parties of the sea-board, as it then 


meant immediate delivery and prompt sailing, But 
when offered here it may entail a three weeks’ 
waiting foraload, and that phase of free trans- 
portation is what Beerbohm would call “a 
new feature” in the histo of trade, Of 
course, the reason for this hitherto un- 
heard of demoralization is found in the 
fact that European consumers do not want our 
produce at the prices asked forit. They can be 
supplied more cheaply from other sources. This 
rule has worked before now on our higher grades, 
but it is very seldom that it applies to the lower 
grades as it does now, Only this week a party 
here sold (the equivalent of) two cargoes of 
No. 3 Spring at about $1 on first storage. 
He had carried it for months and sold at a loss, 
while the buyer can only make a profit by taking 
advantage of the transportation-for-nothing offer 
noted above. An enterprising operator here has 
bought up all the No. 2 wheat in Milwaukee, and 
will bring it here unless the “longs” are willing to 
take it at Chicago priccs, minus the cost of trans- 
fer. There is a profit in the operation. A 
bandle of wheat some 80 inches long 
was exhibited on ’Change to-day. It eame from 
near Little Rock, Ark. The visible supply of wheat 
is supposed to have decreased 400,000 bushels and 
corn 700,000 bushels during last week. Forty car- 
loads ef meats were brought.here on Wednesday 
for shipment. There was a weak feeling in corn 
pt The weather was too warm for overcoats, 
and the prospect of plenty of early grass to take 
the place of corn for feeding purposes made some 
people bearish. There was also some news from 
country points which indicated that the reserves in 
farmers’ hands may prove to have been under- 
stated. The market went down under large offer- 
ings and improved later, when the skies threat- 
ened another storm, ana it was rumored that 
freight engagements were large enough to cause a 
considerable reduction in our stocks in store,

Rumors that a heavy banking-house had 
failed, or was about to fail, circulated freety in 
Wall-street yesterday. But tne day went by and 
no failure was to be discovered. The story, how- 
ever, served the purpose of the bears in the Stock 
Exchauge, and the prediction of disaster hung all 
day long over the market asacloua, Prices were 
sent down by the loudly whispered forebod- 
ings, and conservative men in the Street, un- 
able to decide upon the truth or falsity of 
the reports afloat, hesitated in their operations. 
As the day passed the rumors grew more explicit, 
and before the market's closing hour it was boldly 
Announced that the firm in trouble was that of 
Ward, Campbell & Co., of No. 56 Wall-street, one 
of the oldest and most prominent banking-houses 
in the City. Causes for the alleged difficulties were 
not generally given, though finally it was stated 
that the firm had become involved through opera- 
tions in the securities of the Ohio and Mississippl 


Railway Company. The meeting of this company, 
which was to have been held yesterday, was post- 
ned until to-day, for reasons, it was declared, 
nimical to the interests of Ward, Campbell & Co. 
It was further stated that London stockholders 
were pledged last Fall to come to the assistance of 
the company when financial aid became necessary, 
the pledge being given through Ward, Campbell & 
Co. Now, it was asserted, the foreign sharehold- 
rs refused to live up to the agreement, and had 
eft the New-York banking-house in the lurch, 

The story that such a firm as Ward, Campbell & 
Co. was in financial straits was enough to startle 
even Wallstreet. Should a firm of itsstanding fall 
it was freely asserted that a panic would in- 
evitably follow. The house was founded 
more than a quarter of a century ago, 
and has always stood among the foremost of the 
banking institutions of the Street. Closely re- 
Jated to the famous London house of vaccine | 
Brothers, through personal as well as throug 
business connections, Ward, Campbell & Co. hav 
always held the implicit confidence of financi 
circles, As at present comprised, the firm con- 
sists of Alexander Campbell, Henry G. Chapman 
end Riehard Baring Gould. Messrs. Campbell an 
Chapman are members of the Stock Exchange, 
and have had prominence {fn heavy Wall-street 
operations through a long period of years, For 
several months past the house has been reputed to 
be an extensive buyer of the Ohio and Mississippi 
securities, and thus it was not unnatural that the 
rumors should essay to explain their alleged 
troubles upon this score. 

Through its representative on the floors of the 
Stock Exchange, and in other ways the firm 
promptly and emphatically denied the stories cur- 
rent. Persons holding the ohecks and other paper 
of the house, asking payment, were accommodated 
as usual without question or delay. Much annoyed 
by the rumors a member of the firm intimated to a 
representative of Tux Times that there would be 
an investigation as to the origin of the reports, 
and legal action then taken in the premises. 

* There is not a grain of truth in the report that 
we have failed or that we are about to fail,” said 
this gentleman. “ The postponement of the Ohio 
and Mississippi meeting does .not affect us or our 
financial interests. This libelous story, we have 
reason to believe, has grown out of the fact that 
it is possible that the reorganization scheme for 
the Ohio and Mississippi which we favor will uot 
be carried out immediately. The English stock- 
holders for whom we act have reasens for desiring 
& postponement in the matter for a time, and they 
have asked that there organization be left over until 
next October, when they will be ready to carry it 
—— That is the whole story so far as we 

ow it.” 

Another fact, known toa limited number of in- 
siders in Wall-street, which may have lent color to 
the ugly rumors afloat, even if not the real ooea- 
sion of them, is the proposed dissolution of the 
firm of Ward, Campbell & Co. with the close of the 
present month. Messrs. Chapman and Gould have 
determined to retire. Mr. Campbell remaining 
will probably continue the business of the house. 
No reasons for the intended action are yet made 

ublie, but the firm has been actively engaged in 
iguidation for some time pen Upon this subject 
Mr. Gould sald last night that it was as yet prema- 
ture to make any statement. He intimated that it 
was hardly likely, however. that either he or Mr. 
Chapman would leave Wall-street for other bausi-

MR. VANDERBILT’S SUICIDE. 
4JHE CORONER’S JURY FIND THAT IT WAS 
DONE UNDER MENTAL DEPRESSION. 

The inquest in the case of Cornelius J, Van- 
ferbiit, who shot himself in the Glenham Hotel on 
Bunday last, was held by Coroner Brady yesterday. 
The jury was composed of nine physicians. 
George N. Terry testified that he had been the con- 
stant companion of Mr. Vanderbilt since 1872. The 
latter’s health was never good, and he was subject 


to epileptic fits. In February witness and Mr. 
Vanderbilt went to the Hot Springs. They re- 
turned and then went to Florida, whence they 
pame back three weeks ago. On Sunday last Mr. 
Vanderbilt went to bed about 6:30 o’clock in the 

orning. He had been out all Saturday night. 

Vitness was not with him. 

“Do you know where he had been !”’ asked Coro- 
ner Brady. 

**Is it necessary for me to answer that question?” 
asked Mr. Terry, in a low tone. 

* Yes, I think you had better answer,”’ said the 
Coroner. 

“ Mr. Vanderbilt told me he had been at No. 12 
Ann-street,’’ Mr. Terry finally answered. He also 
testified that Mr. Vanderbilt seemed considerabiy 
depressed, and told him he had been unfortunate. 
On previous occasions he had told witness he was 
tired of life. He had said it so frequently that wit- 
ness thought nothing of it. Mr. Vanderbilt was 
irritable and slept very little, if any, after going to 
bed on Sunday. Witness fell asleepin an adjoin- 
ing room and was awakened DY the pistol shot. He 
raninto the room, saw what had happened, and 
immediately sent for Dr, Weir and E£. O. Perrin. 
Witness had no doubt that Mr. Vanderbilt commit- 
tea suicide. 

Major E. D. Luxton, Mr. Vanderbilt's private 
secretary, testified that Mr. Vanderbilt was In 
about the same condition on the Sunday previous 
to his death as on the day he shot himself. Wit- 
ness had frequently heard him say he was tired of 
life. He seemed to be greatly annoyed by the liti- 

ations in which he was involved. On Saturda 

r. Vanderbilt put his hand to his head and sai 
to witness, *‘If I don’t get some relief I'll commit 
suicide. Ihave got nothing to live for.” After- 
ward he brightened up and became as cheerful as 
ever. Major Luxton toid how much money Mr. 
Vanderbilt received on Saturday, and said that he 
could not have had more than $1,200 or $1,500 in 
his pocket that night. Witness believed Mr. Van- 
derbiit’s nervousness caused him to commit suicide. 
He had had a severe spasm on Friday night. 

Dr. Robert G. Weir testified that he was Mr, Van- 
derbilt’s physician, and told how he found his pa- 
tient when he was cailed in after the shooting and 
what was done to relieve him. Mr. Vanderbilt re 
mained unconscious until his death, at 6:10 o’clock 
jin the evening. E. O. Perrin and George B. Ashley 
testified concerning Mr. Vanderbilt’s condition on 
Saturday, each saying that he did not seem to be 
more irritable than usual. Mr. Ashley stated that 
one day last week he spoke to Mr. Vanderbilt about 
postponing the preparation ofa legal doeument un- 
tilthe next day. “ We had better attend to it to- 
day,’’ said Mr. Vanderbilt, *‘ for I may not be alive 
to-morrow.” Deputy Coroner Raefle read to the 
jpry the result of his post-mortem examination of 

he body, and aftera brief charge by the Coroner 
the jurymen retired, They were out Jess than two 
inutes, and returned a verdict to the effect that 

r. Vanderbilt committed suicide “ while suffering 
under a temporary mental depression.”

THE OAUSES OF STRIKES. 
OPINIONS OF MERCHANTS ON LABOR.AGITA- 
TIONS AND THETR: RESULTS. 

A dispatch from Cohoes, N. Y., amnounces 
that a strike is threatened by the employes of the 
Harmony Mills, in that place, on account of a re- 
duction of 10 per cent. in their wages. Strikes 
among mill operatives are very prevalent all over 
the Eastern States. A Tres reporter yesterday 
talked with several merchants in regard to these 
labor agitations and their cause, Mr. Bliss, of 
Bliss, Fabyan & Co., said that no trouble had been 
experienced In the cotton mills represented by that 
firm. No reduction of wages had been made in 
any of the cotton mills, so far as he had heard, 
and there had been no strikes. The cotton prod- 
uots of the country, Mr. Bliss added, were largely 
sold up, and the export demand, especially for 
heavy goods, was so great that they were soid 


months in advance. This being the oase 
there was no great accumulation of cotton 
goods im the hands of manufacturers, and 
no thonght of —€ the wages of op- 
eratives on these goods had been suggested or 
entertained. Tne market was somewhat uneven, 
but the sales had been larger for the last three 
months than for the corresponding months for 
some years past. Mr. Townsend, of the firm of 
Townsend & Yale, could give no reason for the 
strikes so often occurring among the mill opera- 
tives, except that the men wanted more money for 
their labor. ‘They see the mills running to their 
full capacity,” he said, ‘* and they imagine that the 
profits of the manufacturers are enormous, and 
that they do ie get their share.” The trade, 
Mr. Townsend said, was just what it al- 
Ways was at this season of the year. People 
at this time were always complaining that business 
was dull, and it was not so rushing as at some oth- 
er times, but still the condition of the trade was 
healthy, and as good business had been done this 
season as during any Spring for two years past. 
Goods were selling fairly well, but the manufac- 
turers were not rus! ing the producticn, and a fair 
quantity of goods was held in stock. In Mr. Town- 
send’s opinion, it was a very poor time for the op- 
eratives of milis to strike, and were any strike to 
be inaugurated in the milis represented by his 
firm, they would very likely shut down for a time, 
as there were goods enough on hand to meet any 
probable demand for some time to come, 

James Talcott attributed the strikes chiefly to a 

wing @emand on the part of the public for a 
etter quality of goods than has for years been 
given in exchange for its money. *'The fact is,” 
said Mr. Talcott, “the days of shoddy and trash 
are past. The country is prosperous, the people 
are wealthy, and they want better goods than 
those which used to satisfy them. An honest man- 
ufacturer, who keeps up to the times, with new 
machinery and efficient workmen, and gives an 
honest piece of goods for an honest dollar, will 
make money enough to pay his hands fair wages, 
and there will be no strike in his es- 
tablishment, The man who lags behind 
the times and depends on old machin- 
ery to do his work will find that 
there is small demand for his goods, and if he sells 
them at all, he must doso ata reduced price. Of 
course, in that case he must reduce the wages of 
his operatives in order to swim at all, and then 
comes the strike. The end will be that manufac- 
turers will have to produce the goods which the 
ublic wants or get outof the business. As an 
nstance of the working of this principle, take the 
gingham which is now produced in such great 
uantities. It is a much finer quality of goods 
an prints, with which the people were contented 
for s0 many years. Now that more money is in 
the hands of the masses they demand this gingham, 
and the result is that the price of prints has tallen 
to such an extent that in order to make any profit 
at all manufacturers have to figure very close, Of 
course, the wages of the operatives is one great 
factor of the expense of production, and these are 
eut to the lowest practicable figure. Then 
comes the strike, with the attendant 
suffering to the men participating in 
it. Another result of the advance of 
taste and the ability to gratify it in the masses {s 
the accumulation of a great deal of cheap shoddy 
stuff in the hands of manufacturers. Business in 
prints and goods of that description has been a lit- 
tle ‘off’ this season, and the consequence is that in 
order to seil at all holders must sacrifice something 
in price. All this makes it necessary to reduce 
wages, and with the reduction comes the inevita- 
bie strike. You can’t blame the men for demand- 
ing a fair remuneration for their labor, and you 
ean't blame the manufacturer for declining to pay 
more than he can afford. The only remedy would 
seem to be for manufacturers to recognize the fact 
that the reign of shoddy is over, and to produce a 
line of goods that the public wants and is willing 
to pay for. Then they can sell enough at remuner- 
ative prices to justify them in paying living wages 
to the men who work forthem, Until they do this 
the constant reduction of wages and the recurrence 
of strikes is certain.” 

So far as the probable success of the strikes 
among mill operatives is concerned, the genéral 
opinion among the merchants of the dry goods dis- 
trict seemed to be that the manufacturers were in 
a position to shut down fora sufficient length of 
time to defeat the object of the men. In nearly 
every line of cotton goods a reasonable amount of 
stock haa been accumulated, and the demands of 
the trade will not be remarkably brisk for some 
time to ceme. In short, the opinion was unanimous 
among those who should know that at no season 
could a strike be better borne by the manufacturers 
or prove more disastrous to the men.

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A HUGE PASSENGER. 
REMOVAL. OF SAMPSON, 
FROM HOBOKEN TO UTICA. 


J. D, Evans and George Conklin, of W. 
W. Cole’s circus, arrived in Hoboken, N..J., yes- 
terday. Their errand was to take Sampson, the 
largest elephant in America at the present time, 
from the yards of Charles Reiche & Brother to the 
freight yards of. the Delaware, Lackawarna and 
Western Railroad Company. From thence the 
huge beast was shipped last evening on the 7:40 
o’clock express freight to Utica, N. Y., where the 
animals belonging to Mr. Cole's show have been 
quartered for the Winter. The elephant stood 


in the stable in the rear of Mr. Reiche’s 
residence, on the corner of Tenth and Hudson 
streets, as placid and well disposed as any ele- 
phant could be. At that time a single half-inch 
rope sufficed to confine him. “There will be 
troubie ahead,” said Conklin, as he looked at the 
huge beast, which towered to a height of 12 
feet above the floor. “I know that critter,” 
says Knight, “and he’s docile as a lamb, 
and the only thing to be feared is the 
Fo gel A stalwart “coon” attached 4 
thick ropo to one of Sampson's fore legs. Out of 
the stable and down Hudson-street the veritable 
mountain of flesh moved in his ponderous manner. 
Something less than 10,000 Hoboken school ohil- 
dren, supplemented by the teachers in the public 
schools and the students in the Stevens Institute 
of Technology, followed the beast to the yards of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western lroad 
Compaay.

With a 
prod he tackled Sampson’s trunk, and for full 
10 minutes made a desperate fight for the 
mastery. Following the elephant, the crowd 
swayed to and fro about the road, until the little 
man, who looked in the battle like a wart on the 
unruly monster, finally convinced him who was 
**boss,” The tussie was short, comparatively, but 
a most determined one. At its conciusion Samp- 
sop wilted and acknowledged the superiority of 
mind over matter, No further opposition was made 
but when the huge beast attempted to ascend the 
plank walk to the platform car in which he was to 
ride to Utica, he regarded with suspieion a portion 
of the improvisea bridge, but with one great stride 
he stepped over the suspicious part and landed 
safely onthe car.

The 
neighbors ran fora policeman. When the officer 
entered Geberd’s rooms he found the ruffian lying 
on the floor in a pool of blood, with his throat cut, 
A razor was lying beside him. Geberd was still 
living, but could not speak. The brush-maker and 
his victim were taken to Bellevue Hospital, where 
the wounds of each were pronounced fatal. The 
boy’s skull wes terribly fractured.
